The New York Telephone Company 

VICTORY FOR has bowed to the inevitable and 

New York Druaaists. New York druggists are to be sup- 
plied with slot telephones, from the 

gross receipts of which they will receive a commision of 25 
per cent. The AMERICAN Druaeist has constantly supported 
the agitation in favor of such telephones, and if what has been 
said in these columns has had the effect of stirring the drug- 
gists of New York to action in order to obtain an honest divi- 





sion of profits from the telephone monopoly we are correspond- 
ingly pleased; but the druggists of the city must not halt here, 
for 25 per cent. is a poor measure of compensation for all the 
trouble and inconvenience caused by the installation of tele- 
phones in drug stores. Under the operation of a 5-cent tele- 
phone toll in Chicago the druggists are paid a commission of 40 
per cent., and while this seems proportionately less, the increased 
business resulting from the low tariff makes it possible for our 
Chicago brethren to net a handsome profit. The agitation 
should be continued until a proper measure of relief is ob- 
tained. 





It has been definitely announced by the 
THE MANN BILL chairman of the Committee on Patents of 
GOES OVER. the House of Representatives that neither 
the Mann Drug Patent bill nor any substi- 
tute for it will be presented for final action in Congress during 
the present session. This will be disappointing to the retail 
drug trade generally, and the disappointment wil! be the keener 
when it becomes known that the failure to bring about final 
action on the measure at the present session of Congress was 
due to dilatoriness on the part of the officers of the National 
Association of Retail Druggists in arranging for hearings. This 
charge is brought by the usually well informed and accurate 
correspondent of the Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter. The meas- 
ure was introduced by Representative Mann last December, 
but no hearing was had until May 16, and it is charged that 
the bill was before the House five months before the N. A. R. D. 
authorities decided to push it. This decision was reached just 
as Mr. Mann was about to leave Washington for a month’s ab- 
sence, and on his return he was unable to give the matter 
the personal attention he could have given it earlier in the 
session, on account of his engagements in connection with the 
Railroad Rate bill, the Pure Food and Drug bill and other 
equally important measures. Whatever the cause of the post- 
ponement, it is certainly much to be regretted, for the prospects 
of the passage of the bill were at one time very favorable. 





It would be well for New York druggists 

Look To Your to exercise care in the preparation of 
Sopa Beverages! elixirs and sf{milar decoctions intended for 
sale at the soda fountain, in order not to 

unwittingly lay themselves open to proceedings by the officers 
of the Department of Internal Revenue for the sale of liquors 
as a beverage. One or two druggists in the lower part of the 
city have been already visited by the department officials who 
have taken samples of elixir of calisaya and forwarded them 
to Washington for analysis and report. The department’s rul- 
ing is that any druggist who adds to syrups, extracts or elixirs 
used in the manufacture of soda beverages alcohol or com- 
pounds thereof in excess of the amount necessary for the 
preservation of the syrups and elixirs shall be held liable to 
special tax as a rectifier and wholesale or retail liquor dealer, 
or both, according to the quantity sold at one time. It appears 
that a certain make of elixir of calisaya now sold to druggists 
is rather heavily charged with alcohol, and it is against the 
sale of this elixir as a beverage over the soda counter that the 
department is proceeding. The ruling under which the local 
officers of the department are working is contained in Internal 
Revenue Circular No. 640, issued. by the Treasury Department. 
Our readers are familiar with Circular No. 676, in which it is 
announced that the department intends to examine proprietary 
medicines from time to time and to brand such as contain 
alcohol in excess of the quantity required for preserving them 
as liquors, and retail pharmacists selling the same will be re- 
garded as retail liquor dealers, subject to tax as such. The 
importance of complying with the regulations of this depart- 
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ment need not be emphasized, and if some druggists are caught 
napping they cannot blame the AMERICAN DRUGGIST. 


The Centralization of Power. 


In every form of popular government, whether republican or 
ostensibly monarchical, there are ever at war two sets of fac- 
tors, one tending toward a greater centralization of power and 
the other toward its decentralization. In the American Gov- 
ernment the tendency toward centralization has grown steadily 
—or with but a few temporary recessions in the movement— 
from the time when Jefferson relinquished his office. This ten- 
dency toward centralization has never been more marked than 
at the present period. We have in the White House a strong, 
resourceful, competent and aggressive man who has won the 
personal regard of a great majority of the American people 
regardless of political affiliations. More than any other Pres- 
ident of the United States he has been active in initiating 
legislation, and, indeed, the most serious criticism which has 
been made of the President is based upon his activity in mat- 
ters which his predecessors have deemed beyond the limits of 
the Executive prerogative. The leader of the minority in the 
Hiouse of Representatives, when discussing the attitude of 
Representative Wadsworth of New York on the meat inspection 
measure, referred with rather bitter sarcasm to the fact that 
when the President and the Speaker of the House were agreed 
as to the fate of a measure the wishes or convictions of indi- 
vidual members of the House did not count. 

A consideration of the measures which have been enacted 
during the present session of Congress and of those which have 
attracted the largest share of public attention indicates that 
the tendency toward centralization in government has received 
an impetus which if unchecked will before many years prac- 
tically obliterate State lines and reduce State governments to 
a condition of practical vassalage. 

The Railroad Rate bill, the Meat Inspection bill. the Pure 
Food and Drug bill all add materially to the power and the 
prestige of the central Government, and all in effect, though not 
under a strictly literal interpretation, usurp those functions of 
government which the founders of our nation considered as 
purely State functions. 

The judiciary is also being utilized, and the suits which 
have been brought under the Sherman Anti-Trust act all ac- 
centuate the constantly growing power of the central Govern- 
ment. Nor do the Government officials balk at considerations 
of propriety. In their efforts to still further aggrandize the 
Federal power the officials of the Attorney-General’s office, in 
commencing action against the National Drug Association, did 
not hesitate to copy verbatim a large portion of the presenta- 
tion made by the attorneys for the prosecution in the Loder 
case, a civil suit between private individuals. This fact was 
adverted to in an able address delivered by Clayton F. Shoe- 
maker, of Philadelphia, before a recent meeting of the National 
Association of Credit Men. This act on the part of Government 
officers certainly shows a lamentable lack of the ordinary con- 
siderations for decency which keep public ang private matters 
on separate planes. 

In discussing the tendency shown by the Government in this 
as in similar suits, Mr. Shoemaker characterized it as a “ dan- 
gerous tendency toward national interference in private af- 
fairs.” This tendency has never been so marked as under the 
present Administration, and it is one which it behooves the 
thinking men of the country, regardless of party affiliations, to 


consider carefully and wisely. It is predicted by some observers 
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that complete federalization is a matter of only a compara- 
tively short time, and some publicists openly favor acceleration 
of the process. Certain it is that this process is going steadily 
on, and it is also certain that a large proportion of the citizens 
of the United States agree with us in deprecating a tendency 
which has already given us practically a one-man power in 
Congress and which if it goes on unchecked may result. as 
above intimated, in the practical abdication of all State au- 
thority in favor of a central Government. Already the Pres- 
ident of the United States has greater authority than has the 
King of England, and with every session of Congress that 


authority is being added to. 


The Pure Food and Drug Bill. 

As we go to press the Pure Food and Drug Dill is up for 
discussion in Congress, and will possibly be pushed to final 
passage before this issue reaches our readers. The measure 
is one which has been long needed, and if some branches of the 
drug interests should suffer through its enactment the trade 
as a whole would, we are confident, be benefited in one form 
or another. This measure has been before the people of the 
United States for the last 15 years. The recent exposures in 
connection with the meat packing industries have so stirred 
the public mind and so aroused public sentiment that whatever 
pressure may be brought to bear by individual interests to 
prevent the passage of the bill will be far outweighed by the 
thoroughly aroused public sentiment in favor of rigid and care- 
ful inspection of all food and drug products. 

It is somewhat unfortunate that this measure failed of 
enactment when presented at the last session of Congress, and 
those members of the drug trade who favored its passage may 
now have the sad consolation of being able to say, “I told 
you so,” to such of the trade as had opposed any measure of 
this kind. Under the pressure of the sentiment aroused by the 
wholesale attacks upon proprietary remedies of all sorts it is 
highly probable that proprietary interests will suffer in the 
final roundup, or at least that the form which the measure will 
finally take will be one that shall not be approved by the 
proprietary interests. 

As a matter of fact we believe that the alarm felt by pro- 
prietors over the idea of having to publish a statement as to 
the potent’ ingredients in their remedies is based upon a mis- 
apprehension of the results which would accrue from such 
publication, save in those instances, and happily they are few, 
in which potent drugs are wrongfully used. We are of the 
opinion that the public will be but little more influenced by sucli 
publication than it has been by the publication of the facts 
concerning the presence of preservatives in catsups, etc., in 
accordance with the laws of several of the States. On almost 
every restaurant table in this city will be found bottles of 
tomato catsup, bearing labels setting forth the fact that they 
contain a certain small percentage of sodium benzoate, used 
as a preservative. This does not seem to have materially af- 
fected the sale of these goods. In the same way we believe 
that the announcement of the presence of opium in sedative 
mixtures will not materially affect their sale, save possibly il 
the case of so-called soothing syrup, the sale of which has ®!- 
ready been curtailed by the present agitation. 

While the retail drug trade has not been given any speci: 
consideration in the Pure Food bill we feel confident that the 
intelligent, well-informed pharmacist will in the end be beue- 
fited by any legislation which curtails the opportunities for 
adulteration and which puts a penalty upon this practice. 
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THE ETHICS OF THE ALLIED PROFESSIONS OF MEDICINE 
AND PHARMACY.’

Apropos of the trend of some parts of the discussion which 
has preceded these remarks, let me state that I am glad that I 
have not as yet been infected, or affected, with the evidently 
prevalent diseases of nostrumitis and proprietophobia. There 
are probably those who will attribute my immunity to the fact 
that I am the editor of a medical journal that accepts adver- 
tisements of proprietary remedies. But I emphatically resent 
this imputation, for I know that a medical journal can accept 
advertisements. and derive a considerable portion of its income 
from them without being subsidized in any particular whatso- 
ever. To me the most unfortunate phase of the campaign we 
have been witnessing during the past few years is the indis- 
criminate attack that has been made on everything and every- 
body. 

Right here I wish to state that in the practice of my pro- 
fession I write a considerable number of extemporaneous pre- 
scriptions, I dispense some, and I use such proprietary prepara- 
tions as come up to my requirements of honesty, worth and 
efficiency. I shall certainly continue to do so, for I maintain 
that it is my right, and I relegate to no one the privilege of 
dictating to me in these matters. Therefore, if what I may 
say later on does not coincide with your views, I trust you will 
at least give me credit for sincerity and honesty. 

In speaking for the medical press in a general discussion of 
the Ethics of the Allied Professions of Medicine and Pharmacy, 
I assume that the relations of the medical press to the question 
are no different than those of the medical profession. Cer- 
tainly, since a river never rises higher than its source, the 
medical press, having its inception in the needs, duties and 
opportunities of the medical profession, can take no other part 
in a discussion involving the ethics of medicine than as an 
integral or subsidiary factor. The ethics of the medical press 
must necessarily be those of the medical profession, and what 
concerns the medical profession must necessarily concern the 
medical press. 5 

In this connection let me express just one private opinion in 
regard to this word “ethics.” If any word in the English 
language is offensive to me it is this etymological prostitute— 
ethics. It has been used so promiscuously, and to my knowl- 
edge has been so often caught in illicit relations with cant and 
hypocrisy that to me its reputation for virtue has been sadly 
smirched. 

Like many another young medical man, I entered upon the 
practice of medicine believing myself far removed from the 
laity and ordinary mortals—in fact, only a little lower than the 
angels—not because of any superior knowledge, but because of 
the higher ethics of my profession. I believed that medical 
men were in a class by themselves because of their ethical 
relations to each other and to the public. To me medical ethics 
was something real, tangible and altogether beautiful. It took 
me a little longer than the proverbial nine days to get my eyes 
opened, but I finally did, and soon found out that medical ethics 
as an institution, or as pictured in my mind’s eye, did not 
exist. It was not exactly a myth, but hardly more tangible 
than a good thick shadow. I noticed, however, that medical 
men were much given to criticising the ethical standing of their 
colleagues, and the most damnatory statement a doctor could 
make about another was, “Oh, he is not ethical!’ The 
thought and investigation I gave to the matter led me to con- 
clude that the situation was false and unreal, and very far 
from what I had been led to believe. Naturally I was dis- 
appointed. 

3ut so is every one when they find clay where gold was 
expected. Fortunately I had just enough common sense left 
after the shock of my awakening to see that I was the one 
most to blame, for I was foolishly seeking to build up my con- 
duct on doctrines and customs, rather than on principles. In 
other words, I was taking elaborate rules and usages as the

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length and breadth of medical ethics, and completely losing 
sight of the real underlying truths. 

Gradually it dawned upon me that the medical profession 
had no ethics aside from those common to all mankind, that 
there was one great basic principle—the principle of right at 
all times and in all places, which must justify my motives 
and acts as a physician just as it must those of any other 
man, irrespective of calling, profession or anything else. This 
conclusion was the salvation of the situation for me at least, 
and it has been of immeasurable personal benefit to realize 
that there can be but one standard of human action—the 
standard of right—which is as distinct from its antithesis 
wrong as white is from black. Rules and usages are arbitrary 
things evolved to meet certain arbitrary requirements. It is 
apparent that they are subject to modifications of time, place, 
manners and conditions. But the principle of right is un- 
changeable and irrevocable. 

This, then, has finally become my conception of what ethics 
should imply—to know the right and to do the right. It is the 
“square deal” in human conduct, whether you are a doctor, 
a lawyer, a clergyman, a druggist, a merchant, a bricklayer, or 
whatever you may be. It requires no argument, for it is axio- 
matic that right is always right and wrong is never right. 

If this is conceded, and I do not see how it can be denied, 
the only occasion for a discussion of the ethics of the allied 
professions is the presence of abuses or evils. From the acri- 
monious discussions I have heard between druggists about doe- 
tors, and between doctors about druggists, as well as among 
doctors about doctors and among druggists about druggists, I 
am reminded of the story that is told about the man out 
West who was left hanging to a tree by some of his loving 
friends with the epitaph pinned on his breast, “ This man was 
very bad in some respects, and a damned sight worse in others.” 

I hardly think this applies to our allied professions, for 
while we may be bad in some respects, we are certainly good 
in others. 

To be a little more serious, let me say I believe that the 
druggist and the doctor bear very important relations to each 
other. If we have grown apart and seemed to care less for 
each other during the past few years, the fault can probably be 
laid at both our doors. But what is the use of spending our 
time in idle recriminations? Why not let us get closer to- 
gether and cultivate a crearer idea of each other’s rights, priv- 
ileges and duties? 

Frankly, I am one of those individuals who are absolutely 
opposed to this present day spirit of unbridled criticism. The 
three C’s—conference, consultation and counsel—can accom- 
plish more in solving problems ang correcting abuses than ruth- 
less condemnation ever can, and the time will come when 
people will learn, doubtless at much unnecessary cost, that our 
present day custom of doing our laundry work in public is as 
disastrous to ourselves as it is injurious to what we wish to 
clean, Cleanliness is all right, but we can clean up without 
destroying the fabric if we go at it right, without hysteria and 
sensationalism. It is always easy enough to say what we 
might have done in the past, or what we ought to do in the 
future, but what about now? for the way to the future is 
through the doorway of the present. 

In regard to the relations of our allied professions, I there- 
fore earnestly believe that we must get together, and by asso- 
ciation, conference and precept emphasize the value of the 
doctor and the druggist to the public, to each other and to 
themselves—the doctor as diagnostician, adviser and prescriber 
—the pharmacist as chemist, compounder and _ dispenser. 
Everything that increases the efficiency of either should be fos- 
tered, and every step or effort toward higher constructive educa- 
tion of both the doctor and the pharmacist should be en- 
couraged. 

You will note that I have said nothing about sanitation, 
counter prescribing, the piracy of private formulas, the dis- 
pensing doctor, the commission seeking doctor, the subsidized 
doctor, ete. It is not necessary. We all have pretty well 
defined ideas as to the right or wrong of these things, and 
what’s the use of threshing over husks? There are too great 
opportunities along constructive lines to warrant this waste 
of time, if nothing else, in useless directions. 
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The one great need for all of us is greater efficiency. To 
me this is the secret of success, to do something a little better 
than some one else. This means work, study and time. When 
such endeavor is coupled with honesty, plain every-day Simon 
pure honesty, the result is ethical enough for me. The world 
asks no more, and has no right to ask any more, for there 
is nothing more to give. 

A few years ago it was my privilege to know a man who 
was one of the brightest, broadest and bravest doctors this 
country has ever known. He was I. N. Love, of St. Louis, and 
later of New York, and any words of mine are entirely too 
inadequate to properly describe him. 

One night at a little luncheon at the Lotus Club, after we 
had been attending a medical meeting, he spoke these words 
in reply to a personal tale of woe I had poured into his ear: 

“My boy, never mind the meanness of half the men you 
meet. Set your course with your conscience for a compass 
and let your professional brethren go hang. Wherever you go 
you will find dishonesty, deceit and—dirt, and if you are at 
all successful and try to do things, you will be a mark for 
jealousy, lies and slander. But there will be flowers and birds 
and sunshine, and the world will be just as beautiful when 
the mean men of our day are lined up in hell on the point of a 
darning needle. Therefore, work, play when you can, look up 
at the stars and remember that there is more good than bad 
in the world if you will only look for it.” 

In leaving the subject I commend these words to your at- 
tention, “ there is so much bad in the best of us, and so much 
good in the worst of us, that all of us should be very careful 
in speaking ill of any of us.” 


THE LEGAL CONTROL OF PROPRIETARY MEDICINEs. ?

There can be no doubt that the public mind has been aroused 
against the sale of injurious proprietary medicines and also 
against the extravagant claims regarding efficacy made by 
many of the proprietors. As the druggist is generally the in- 
termediary between the manufacturer and the consumer, we are 
well aware of the fraudulent and ridiculous claims that are fre- 
quently made and the specious deceptions practiced by the 
“patent medicine men.” 

We know that many of the extensively advertised remedies 
contain so little drug content and such a high percentage of 
alcohol that they have become popular beverages, enjoying 
in some localities a very large sale, especially on Sundays. 
Others contain cocaine, morphine, chloral or other drug that 
possesses the power of enslaving the users with a “drug 
habit.” Investigations tend to show that the number of drugs 
that possess such a controlling influence over users is quite 
large. The encouragement of self-medication by proprietaries 
is undoubtedly responsible for many “dope fiends” and _ in- 
ebriates. The gravity of the evil has been realized and is re- 
ceiving careful consideration by those who regard the ethics 
of our calling as important, and it must soon engross the at- 
tention of the entire drug trade. 

The agitation to control the sale of proprietaries by legal 
restrictions and to require the publication of the formulas on 
all such packages is becoming popular. The influences promul- 
gating this agitation are strong, determined and sincere and, 
being well entrenched on moral grounds, will continue to wage 
this warfare until at least a large measure of the reform de- 
manded has been secured. Their arguments against the de- 
ception practiced, the misrepresentation and extravagant 
claims and the evils resulting from indiscriminate self-medica- 
tion are based upon established facts, with many of which we 
as pharmacists are cognizant. Led by resourceful men skilled 
in argument and in molding public opinion, who have at their 
command the proper avenues to create sentiment, they will 
continue their determined efforts until remedial legislation is 
secured. 

1 Read at the meeting of the New Jersey Pharmaceutical Association. 
Atlantic City, June 7, in reply to the question, What should be the 


proper attitude of the State Pharmaceutical Association toward legisla- 
tion destined to control the sale of proprietary medicines? 
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It behooves us as professional gentlemen to take neither 
stock nor part in the counter attacks that are being made 
against the American Medical Association and certain popular 
magazines for engaging in this agitation for a needed reform. 
On the contrary, it should appeal to us as based on ethical 
principles and should merit our indorsement and support. 

I conceive it to be the duty of the State Pharmaceutical As- 
sociation to represent and protect the interests of the drug 
trade. Druggists should take a lively interest in the making 
of laws relating to these subjects. Those who know the exist- 
ing trade conditions of medicine and pharmacy should frame, 
or at least shape, legislation so as not to work unnecessary 
injury to the trade interests involved, while at the same time 
securing to the public the largest amount of desired benefit. 

During the last session of the New Jersey Legislature bills 
designed to regulate the sales of proprietary medicines and 
providing for published formulas were introduced in both 
houses, and the Legislative Committee of the association was 
compelled to oppose these vigorously, not because. of opposition 
to the ethical principles involved, but because of their imper- 
fections and crudities. The wording gave evidence that they 
were drawn by persons not acquainted with trade conditions, 
and their enactment would have proved destructive of the 
proper interests of the druggists. That these efforts will be 
renewed at each succeeding session is assured, and in my mind 
the correct attitude for the State Pharmaceutical Association to 
assume is to encourage such legislation and to assist in the 
framing and enactment of a just and a comprehensive law that 
shall meet the demands of the public and do no injustice to our 
trade interests. This appears to me to be our plain duty as 
good citizens and as representatives of a profession. 

At present the drug trade is not united in favoring the pub- 
lication of all formulas of proprietary medicines on the pack- 
ages. The advocates of such publication claim that the con- 
sumer has a right to know what are the constituents of the 
remedy he purchases and that the State should adopt police 
regulations to protect its citizens from unsafe medication and 
from petty robbery by deception in advertising. 

On the proposition of the desirability of having such police 
regulations, I believe that pharmacists are not only ready to 
join hands but to go a step further and insist that these regu- 
lations apply with equal force to proprietaries introduced to 
the medical profession and prescribed by physicians. 

I confess that, after giving considerable thought to the 
subject, I am not convinced that it is desirable to publish all 
formulas. The knowledge of the public regarding medicines is 
very limited, and even with a statement of the contents of a 
package of proprietary medicine before him the average pur- 
chaser could not determine the remedial action. With this want 
of discrimination on the part of the public, from lack of special 
knowledge, I fail to see how the plan would protect from self- 
medication. On the other hand, it would become an excellent 
method of advertising to the dope fiends and inebriates what 
“patent” medicines they can purchase to satisfy their crav- 
ings. However, I am prepared to advocate that all proprietaries 
containing poisonous ingredients should have the name of such 
and the content per dose or ounce stated on the label along 
with the word poison printed in bold face capitals. This pro 
vision of the English law is commended, as it gives at once to 
physician or druggist an idea of the proper antidote or treat 
ment in the event of an accident or untoward effect being 
observed. I would, therefore, recommend that any such act of 
legislation should contain a list of drugs, or a schedule of 
drugs, which, if used in proprietary medicines, would require 
such a statement on the label. 

In the hearing before the committees of the Legislature dur 
ing the past session, the writer suggested a plan that would 
compel the manufacturer of a “patent” or proprietary medi 
cine who proposed to advertise and sell his remedy in the State 
to file with the State Board of Health an exact copy of lis 
formula, which should be recorded and protected as a co 
fidential communication, and likewise copies of the label ani 
advertised claims of remedial action. If these met with tlic 
approval of the board they should issue, at a nominal fee. « 
license permitting the sale of such medicine. Any chan: 
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made in the formula must be immediately filed with the board 
and receive its approval. The board should be empowered to 
examine from time to time samples of such medicines in the 
market, and if satisfied that deception had been practiced in 
compounding or marketing same, then said proprietor’s license 
should be revoked and the sale of his remedy be proscribed 
under a penalty. 

This plan has many advantages over the mere publication 
of the formula. It gives to the manufacturer a certain amount 
of protection for his private formula, and some of them claim 
that these secrets are valuable property rights. It gives to the 
public a measure of real effective protection against the evils 
of self-medication in that experts with the necessary technical 
knowledge and special education will pass discriminating judg- 
ment upon the safety of such medicines. It gives to the inter- 
mediary, the drug trade, protection against improper censure 
and prosecution. 

From a recent issue of a trade journal I learn that a sim- 
ilar plan has been proposed in Canada by Mr. Bole, of Winni- 
peg, who suggested to the special committee of the House of 
Commons, appointed to inquire into the composition of dele- 
terious patent medicines, “a law that would compel a maker 
of a patent medicine to take out a license and register his 
formula with the Department of Inland Revenue. If that for- 
mula was approved, license to sell the medicine could be issued, 
and an analysis from time to time would determine whether 
the medicine was being made according to the license.” 

In other directions this plan is being taken up as a possible 
solution of this problem, and I hope it will receive your careful 
consideration and if it meets with your approval that the 
Legislative Committee will be authorized to frame a law along 
the lines proposed. 

It is admitted that our system of State jurisdiction places 
a limitation on this plan, but this is not a serious objection. An 
ideal situation would be the establishment of a National Board 
of Health, with the control of proprietary medicines and foods 
as one of their specific duties. The establishment of such a 
national board is contemplated and should receive the indorse- 
ment of the pharmaceutical profession. 


CHEMICAL EXAMINATION OF A EUCALYPTUS OIL, AN 
OVERDOSE OF WHICH CAUSED DBATH.'

The relative therapeutic values of the two classes of euca- 
lyptus oil, known respectively as cineol oils and phellandrene 
oils, is not at present precisely known. The -Pharmacopeia 
gives preference to the former class of oil, as typified by 
Eucalyptus globulus, but it was the latter class of oil—e. g., 
the oil of EF. amygdalina—whereby the therapeutic properties 
of eucalyptus were first established in Australia, and until 
1898 the oil of E. amygdalina was official in the British Phar- 
macopeia. When a case of poisoning by an overdose of 
eucalyptus oil took place at Derby at the end of last December 
it occurred to me that it would be of interest, and perhaps of 
value, to make a chemical examination of the oil, with a view 
of determining whether it was composed chiefly of cineol or of 
phellandrene. Accordingly, I obtained by the courtesy of H. 
G. Toy, of Derby, a sample of the same oil as he supplied 
for the deceased. The oil was pale yellow in color; its specific 
gravity at 15.5 degrees C. was 0.919. It rotated the plane of a 
ray of polarized light 4.47 degrees to the right in a 100 Mm 
tube. A semi-solid mass was obtained on adding to 10 Gm. of 
the oil phosphoric acid of specific gravity 1.75 until a red color- 
ation appeared, the whole being well stirred during the opera- 
tion. The mass was then subjected to great pressure and 
weighed. The weight of pressed cineol phosphate was 8.62 
Gm., corresponding: to 52.7 per cent. cineol; a duplicate test 
gave 52.6 per cent. of cineol. On applying the official test for 
phellandrene with glacial acetic acid and sodium nitrite no

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crystalline mass was obtained, showing the absence of phel- 
landrene. The results may thus be summarized: 

Specific gravity, 0.919. 

Optical rotation in 100 Mm. tube + 4.47 degrees. 

Cineol, 52.65 per cent. 

Phellandrene absent. 

The oil was, therefore, an excellent sample of the cineol 
class, and complied in every way with the official requirements. 
It follows from this that the official oil, when taken in exces- 
sive doses, may cause a fatal result. In the case in question 
6 fl. drachms of the oil were supplied, and, according to the 
evidence, about half a wineglass full was taken by the de- 
ceased with a similar quantity of warm water. 


Fluidextract of Cinchona Bark. 


The formulas recently published for making a liquid ex- 
tract of cinchona to resemble Nanning’s, a much advertised 
Dutch preparation, yield an extract that is distinctly different 
from the one that they profess to imitate. According to P. van 
der Widen (Schweiz, Wochenschr., 44, 244), the following is the 
best method of procedure: Determine first the quantity of 
hydrochloric acid necessary to convert the alkaloidal compounds 
into soluble salts. For this purpose mix 10.0 Gm. of the pow- 
dered bark with 100.0 Gm. of water, to which have been added 
1.0 Gm. of phenol and hydrochloric acid in the proportion of 
0.071 Gm. of HCl for every 0.310 Gm. of alkaloid, 310 being 
the mean molecular weight of the alkaloids in red cinchona 
bark. Macerate for twenty-four hours, add 3.5 MI. of deci- 
normal acid and repeat the maceration ; continue this treatment 
until the liquid is acid to Congo paper. Calculate the quantity 
of hydrochloric acid that has been employed. Macerate 100 of 
bark for four hours with 400 of water, 10 of glycerin and three- 
fourths of the calculated quantity of hydrochloric acid. Trans- 
fer to a percolator, and when the liquid ceases to pass continue 
the percolation with a second 400 of water to which the re- 
mainder of the acid has been added. Percolate finally with 
water until the liquid ceases to precipitate with solution of 
sodium carbonate (which is preferable to sodium hydroxide). 
Evaporate the percolate on a water bath at a temperature not 
exceeding 70° C. (or in a vacuum) until reduced to 90. In 
this determine the alkaloid and add alcohol, water and glycerin 
until the fluid extract contains 5 per cent. of alkaloid, 10 per 
cent. of glycerin, and 10 per cent. of 90 per cent. alcohol. If 
less hydrochloric acid is used the exhaustion is imperfect, if 
more the extract acquires an unpleasant taste. A good liquid 
extract should be reddish-brown in color and clear. It should 


become only slightly turbid when diluted with water, and 
should clear again on the addition of a little acid. Diluted 


with 10 parts of water it should not be acid to Congo paper. 
The assay of the liquid extract is easily accomplished as fol- 
lows: Weigh 6.0 Gm. into a bottle, add 60 of chloroform and 
10 MI. of a 10 per cent. solution of caustic soda. Shake vig- 
orously at intervals during two hours. Add 3.0 Gm. of pow- 
dered tragacanth, shake until agglomeration has taken place, 
and stand until the chloroformic solution is quite clear. Filter 
an aliquot portion of the chloroformice solution through a small 
filter, evaporate, dry and weigh. The residue may be titrated 
in the usual way. Experiments undertaken by the author 
showed that exhaustion was in eight cases out of nine prac- 
tically completed, the ninth yielding 7.8 Gm. of alkaloid in- 
stead of 8.4 Gm.

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FORGED PRESCRIPTIONS FOR POISONS. 





Curious Verdict by a French Jury. 


(By our Regular Correspondent.) 

Paris, June 1, 1906.—Madame Canaby was acquitted last 
Sunday by a Bordeaux jury on the charge of attempting to 
poison her husband, but was found guilty of forgery of prescrip- 
tions. The startling facts of the case have aroused general 
attention in France, and some very delicate medical and phar- 
maceutical questions are raised by this singular domestic 
drama. Madame Canaby was particularly well educated, her 
studies including a sufficient knowledge of chemistry, and both 
she and her husband were well known and respected in Bor- 
deaux. 

Her uncle, M. Henri Fouries, pharmacist, rue Fondaudege, 
deposed that on April 27, 1905, Madame Canaby’s cook handed 
him a prescription for aconitine, digitaline and chloroform 
signed “Dr. Gaube.” This was accompanied by a letter in 
which his niece explained that the doctor, who lives some way 
out of Bordeaux, needed these poisons to carry out certain 
scientific experiments. The servant asked him to return the 
prescription, which he did, after duly copying same, and de- 
livered the drugs as required. But he wrote Madame Canaby 
that had he known he would have kept the paper, and he could 
execute no more prescriptions of this character. He also 
handed her letter to the head of the police. 

M. Joseph Erny, of Bordeaux, who appears to be the 
Canabys’ regular pharmacist, stated that on May 1 the servant 
brought in a prescription, signed “ Dr. Gaube,” for a large quan- 
tity of digitaline “for a scientific experiment.” The envelope 
bore the inscription, “ Office of the Procureur of the Republic.” 
Three days later he executed a second prescription, “1 gramme 
aconitine, 5 centigrammes digitaline,” as “ the first experiment 
had not succeeded,” he was told. A third prescription—the 
signature was always “ Gaube ”—was for “ potassium cyanide 
1 gramme, digitaline 1 gramme,” and his assistant supplied the 
poison. 

The evidence of this witness was accompanied by one of 
the many exciting incidents of the trial. The presiding judge 
and the procureur both severely blamed the pharmacist for thus 
delivering such dangerous drugs, and the latter threw out 
a broad hint that had he been less anxious after profit he might 
have prevented regretable incidents. The pharmacist retorted 
that his business was to execute prescriptions when properly 
drawn up and signed, not to criticise them. Now that Dr. 
Gaube had stated that the signatures were forged, it was easy 
enough to blame his conduct, but it should be remembered that 
he was not an expert in handwriting. Were he in the same 
position again he would act in the same manner. 

The procureur declared this last statement to be impertinent 
on the part of a man who had made a grave error in judgment, 
and repeated his remark about mercenary motives. The sym- 
pathies of the audience were with the pharmacist thus gratu- 
itously attacked by a Government official, and the protest of the 
public was only silenced by the threat of the president to have 
the court cleared. His honor made a half apology to M. Erny, 
who then left the box. 

Three bottles of Fowler's solution were purchased by Madame 
Canaby at other pharmacies, Domenjole’s and Couraud’s. Two 
more pharmacists deposed that about the end of March, 1905, 
they received the visit of a young man who presented a pre- 
scription signed “Dr. Lafforgue,” calling for abnormal quan- 
tities of toxic substances. M. Roussel (one of the pharmacists) 
called up Dr. Lafforgue on the telephone to make inquiries, and 
while he was doing this the would-be purchaser disappeared. 
(Dr. Lafforgue replied he had never signed such a prescription. ) 
The other pharmacist also found a means of avoiding the dis- 
pensing of the drugs inquired for. 

All this was, of course, purely circumstantial evidence, but 
coupled with the fact that between May 2 and May 12 the state 
of M. Canaby’s health—unsatisfactory for some days previously 
—became very grave, it seemed to call for some action. The 
pharmacist had given some account of these extraordinary pre- 
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scriptions to the Canaby’s family doctor, and he decided to call 
a consultation of four fellow physicians. The upshot of this 
was that M. Canaby was conveyed to the private clinic of Dr. 
Villar. Here he was kept a practical prisoner, only receiving 
the briefest visits from those who had formerly surrounded 
him, and his health improved. His state, as he came into the 
witness box to testify to his wife’s innocence, was still pitiable, 
but it was stated he may still regain his health. His hair 
and beard, analyzed, gave respectively 40 and 20 grammes of 
arsenic per kilo. The evidence of the analysts and medical 
men was lengthy but not conclusive. 

Madame Canaby’s defense was that she handed the poisons 
to a young man whom she understood to be Dr. Gaube’s mes- 
senger. (This person was not presented as a witness and the 
defendant had no idea as to his identity.) She defended her- 
self stoutly and indignantly, though frequently fainting under 
the ordeal, and her own family’s evidence was all in her favor. 
The spectacle of four doctors in the witness box, called upon 
by Madame Canaby to give evidence, and unanimously replying 
that “neither she nor any one else could free them from the 
obligations of professional secrecy,” was the medical sensation 
of this most sensational case. The jury’s verdict may be con- 
sidered as a very merciful, if not a very logical, solution of the 
mystery. 


The Estimation of Morphine in Toxicological Works. 


Georges and Gascard (Journal de pharmacie et de chimie, 
June 1, 1906), describe a colorimetric method of determining 
the amount of morphine contained in the stomach, etc., in cases 
of poisoning, claiming that their method has marked ad- 
vantages over the tedious procedures hitherto employed for 
this purpose, which lack precision, and this is all-important in 
cases in which the question is, Was the dose of morphine in- 
gested sufficient to have killed this person? In the Staas-Otto 
method the product is fixed with a considerable amount of 
impurities, which add markedly to its weight. Mayer’s 
process, which is based upon the amount of Mayer-Valser’s 
reagent needed to precipitate the entire amount of morphine in 
the substances under investigation, is also unsatisfactory, be 
cause the solubility of the precipitate obtained with this method 
varies considerably, according to temperature and other con- 
ditions. Girard’s method is inaccurate, as it is based upon 
the amount of iodine absorbed by the morphine when in con- 
tact with a solution of potassium iodide and iodine. This 
amount is very variable, and is not proportionate to the amount 
of morphine in the solution used. 

The principles underlying the new method described by the 
present authors are as follows: When iodic acid is added 
to neutral or slightly acid solutions of morphine, a yellow or 
reddish-yellow color results. On the addition of some ammonia 
a brownish-yellow color is obtained. In both instances the 
color reaction is intense in proportion to the amount of mor- 
phine in the solution. The differences in tint can be read with 
the aid of Dubosq’s colorimeter. If this instrument cannot 
be had, one can construct colorimetric scales in proper test 
tubes, by simply using definite weights of the alkaloid and 
adding the reagents. 

The necessary solutions for this method of analysis are: 
(1) A solution of morphine hydrochloride, containing 1.256 
grains per litre, equivalent to 0.001 Gm. of morphine per cubic 
centimetre; (2) A solution of iodic acid, 5 per cent. and (5) 
A solution of ammonia, 10 per cent., or the official solution prop- 
erly diluted. With Dubosq’s colorimeter the procedure con- 
sists in measuring 5, 10, or 20 Ce. of the solution of morphine, 
which must be either neutral or faintly acid, and whose amount 
of morphine has been carefully weighed previously into one 
beaker. Into the second beaker a similar amount of the un- 
known solution is poured, and to each beaker 5 Ce. of solu- 
tion of iodic acid are now added. The development of tlie 
color reaction is now carefully noted, and when the color his 
become constant, the scale of the apparatus is read in corre- 
spondence with each of the beakers. The same method is also 
pursued when ammonia is used in addition to the iodic acid. 
The results of this method were always accurate. 
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Calcium Bromoborates.—Ouvard (Union pharmaceutique, 
May, 1906), obtained calcium bromoborate by fusing one mole- 
cule of boric anhydride with two molecules of calcium bromide, 
cooling, and adding cold water. The bromoborate crystallizes 
in needles or in prisms, which dissolve slowly in hot water 
or dilute acetic acid. 

Differentiation of Codeine and Dionin.—Rodionoff (Union 
pharmaceutique, May, 1906), finds the following method use- 
ful in testing a substance which may be either codeine or 
dionin. Two Cc. of a 1 per cent. solution of codeine are treated 
with ten drops of Wagner’s reagent, which immediately gives 
a reddish-brown precipitate. This deposit does not change 
color on shaking the tube vigorously. On the other hand, with 
dionin, while a precipitate of the same color is formed, it 
turns an orange-brown on shaking, and rises to the surface of 
the liquid. Wagner’s reagent is a decinormal solution of iodine 
in potassium iodide. 

Disinfectant Solution for Stables, Railway Cars, Etc.— 
The French Government has just adopted the following disin- 
fecting solution, which is prescribed for the disinfection of 
stables, carriages, railway cars, etc. The formula has been 
adopted for the forthcoming edition of the French Codex: 
RMN N borarcy ae A ernaeice sere lola fale 5 roves alates Gus sow warabarercos 1,000 parts 
SOlutiOn OF HOGIUM BY GTOKIME. 65.6 oe seec ce osce 1,000 parts 

The ingredients are to be mixed in an appropriate vessel. 
The reaction develops considerable heat, and thus glass vessels 
should not be employed. This stock solution, known as “ liquid 
cresol sodium hydrate,” is used in various dilutions as a dis- 
infectant. 

Incompatibilities of Digitalis ——According to a writer in 
Bulletin mensuel de Vassociation des docteurs en pharmacie de 
France (quoted in Union pharmaceutique, May, 1906), the in- 
compatibilities of digitalis are of two kinds—physiological and 
chemical. The chemical incompatibilities are the metallic salts 
and the astringent decoctions. The physiological incompatibili- 
ties are of three kinds: First, remedies which “ close the kid- 
neys” and prevent the elimination of digitalis, such as anti- 
pyrine, belladonna and opium. Second, those which weaken the 
heart’s action—quinine and its salts. Third, those which dilate 
the blood vessels and lower the blood pressure, such as the 
nitrites and the iodides. 

Mergal, a New Preparation of Mercury.—This is the mer- 
curic salt of cholic acid, and has the formula (C,, Hy O;). Hg. 
It occurs as a yellowish-gray powder, almost insoluble in water 
and soluble in solutions of the alkaline salts. Mergal is espe- 
cially soluble in salt water, though the solutions thus obtained 
are never perfectly clear. Mergal is decomposed by alcoliol, as 
well as by acids and alkalies. In order to identify this new 
product a small amount of mergal is heated in a test tube 
with some dilute hydrochloric acid on the water bath. The 
mercury dissolves and forms a chloride, while the cholic acid 
remains. The latter is separated and is identified by means of 
Pettenkofer’s reagent. Cholic acid, when heated with sulphuric 
acid, 50 per cent in strength, and then treated with a small 
amount of sugar, gives an intense purple color.—Journal de 
pharm, et de chemie, June, 1906. 

The Dangers of Carbolic Acid.—This antiseptic is so com- 
monly used by the laity, as well as by physicians and pharma- 
cists, that the warning as to its dangers when locally applied, 
which is uttered by two Swiss authors, Veyrassat and Richner 
(Revue medicale de la Suisse romande, 1906, p. 209), should 
be heeded more generally than is at present the case. Car- 
bolic acid was first proposed for the treatment of wounds by 
Jules Lemaire in 1860, and ever since then the evidence as to 
its danger, when used locally, has been accumulating. The 
authors mentioned relate seven cases of gangrene or tissue 
death caused by the application of carbolic acid, even in dilute 
forms, that is to say, in solutions of % part to 100. It is 
very important, indeed, for those who are often brought face 
to face with surgical accidents, which they must treat as best 
they know, to bear in mind that above all things they should 
do no harm, and should wash wounds, ete., with clean boiled 
water; perhaps with the addition of hydrogen peroxide, but 
Should avoid the use of carbolic washes.

Used chiefly as a 
hemostatic, also for treatment of inflammations, congestions 
and tumefactions of the mucous membranes, and as a cardiac 
stimulant. 1 oz. vials, 60c.; emollient, tubes, each, 30c.; oil 
spray, 1 oz. vials, each, 60c. Made and marketed by Frederick 
Stearns & Co. 

Aethrol is a name applied to a series of water-soluble anti- 
septic and cosmetic preparations which find a wide range of 
usefulness, being employed for spraying in sick rooms and for 
rendering the hands aseptic and as a mouth wash. Aethrol 
can be combined with eau de cologne, eucalyptol, peppermint 
and other flavoring agents. It is also put up in powder form, 
€. g.—aethrol powder B is a borax compound for the bath and 
toilet. It is made and marketed by H. Noerdlinger, Flérsheim 
on Main, Germany. 

Agurin, acet-theobromine-sodium, is a white hygroscopic 
powder, soluble in water; incompatible with acids. Diuretic 
in dropsy. Dose, 7 to 15 grains, twice daily. 1% and 1 oz. bot., 
$1.55 to $1.70. Marketed by Continental Color & Chemical 
Company. 
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Airol, a grayish-green powder, insoluble in water or alcohol, 
is bismuth oxyiodogallate. On admixture with water airo} 
partly decomposes and turns red. Should be mixed with water 
only with intervention of glycerin. Used externally as applica- 
tion to wounds, burns, skin diseases, eye, nose, gonorrhea, 
either pure, in 10 per cent. suspension, equal parts glycerin 
and water, or 10 to 20 per cent. ointment. 1 oz. cartons, $1.00. 
Marketed by the Hoffmann-La Roche Chemical Works. 


Albargin, gelatose silver, forms a light brown powder, 
readily soluble in water. Contains 15 per cent. of silver. For 
gonorrhea a 2 per cent. solution is injected 4 or 5 times daily. 
1 oz. vials, $1.10; tubes of 50 tablets, 0.2 Gm. each, per tube, 
50c. Marketed by Victor Koechl & Co. 


Alcho is a trade name for aluminum carbonate, made by 
A. Gawalowski, which is beginning to find uses in medicine and 
chemistry. It is a white, tasteless powder, containing 40 to 45 
per cent. of aluminum. 

Alcohol-Silver Ointment consists of 0.5 parts of collargol, 
96 parts of alcohol and 70 parts of soda soap, some wax and 
some glycerin. It is a soft and smooth brown ointment, which 
keeps well in an air-tight receptacle and is made by the chem- 
ical works at Helfenberg, formerly E. Dietrich. It is said to 
be excellent for sprains, contusions, burns, inflammations of 
the skin, infected wounds, felons, etc. 


Aldol is a colorless liquid of characteristic odor and sweet- 
ish taste, soluble in two parts of water and in corresponding 
portions of ether and alcohol. When exposed to the air it 
gradually crystallizes, forming a polymer called paraldol. 
Chemically aldol is an aldehyde corresponding to butanediol. 
To make it a cold mixture of ethyl] aldehyde and diluted hydro- 
chlorie acid is set aside until the whole assumes a yellow color. 
After then neutralizing with sodium bicarbonate, the mixture is 
shaken with ether and the aldol finally obtained by evaporating 
the ether in a vacuum. It is said to possess hypnotic properties 
and has been used in the treatment of insomnia. 


Almateine is a condensation product of formaldehyde and 
hematoxylin obtained by the action of formaldehyde on a de- 
coction of campechy wood. It is a reddish powder without 
taste or odor, almost insoluble in water, but soluble in alcohol, 
ether and glycerin. Used both internally and externally as a 
substitute for iodoform for antiseptic and disinfectant purposes. 


Alphozone, succinic peroxide, is a white fluffy powder, 
quickly soluble in 60 parts of water. Germicide and antiseptic, 
internally and externally. Dose, 3 to 5 grains. 1 oz. bot., 
$4.50; 1% oz., $2.30; %4 oz., $1.20; 1 grain tablets, bot. of 90, 
$1.00. Made by Frederick Stearns & Co. 

Alumnol, aluminum naphthol disulphonate, forms a whitish 
powder, véry soluble in water, slightly soluble in alcohol and 
glycerin; astringent and antiseptic; dissolves in pus and pene- 
trates tissues. Used in 1 per cent. solution in gonorrhea: 10 
to 20 per cent. mixture with talcum as a dusting powder. 1 oz. 
tins, per oz., 50c. Marketed by Victor Koechl & Co. 

Alypin, benzoyltetramethyldiaminoethyldimethylcarbinoby- 
drochloride, which has been recommended by Dr. E. Impens, of 
Elberfeld, Germany, as an anesthetic, forms a white crystalline 
powder, easily soluble in water and alcohol, but dissolving very 
sparingly in ether. Watery solutions have a neutral reaction 
and can be sterilized by boiling for a short period. Local 
anesthetic, substitute for cocaine. The strength of the solu- 
tions ordinarily employed varies from 1 to 5 and even up to 10 
per cent. It can be combined with adrenalin and antipyrine. 
Alypin should not be used in connection with silver nitrate, 
owing to the formation of a precipitate. This objection, how- 
ever, does not apply to protargol solutions, which, although they 
become slightly turbid at first, soon clear up. 15 grain vials, 
each, 20c.; 10 grain vials, per vial, 16c.; 4% and % oz. bots., 
per oz., $4.20; 1 oz. bots., per oz., $4.10. Marketed by thie 
Continental Color & Chemical Company. 

Aminoform is a trade name for ammonium formaldebyde 
(hexamethylenetetramine). Forms white granular crysti 
Used as antiseptic for urinary passages, diuretic and solvent 
in uric acid concretions; dose, 5 to 10 grains, well diluted, 
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three times daily. 1 0z. bot., 60c.; 7% grain tablets, oz., 70c. 
Marketed by C. Bischoff & Co. 


Anaesthesin is a white crystalline powder, almost insoluble 
in cold water, but easily soluble in ether, alcohol, benzin and 
fatty oils. Local anesthetic and used internally in gastric 
ulcer, nervous dyspepsia, etc. Dose, internally, 5 to 8 grains 
several times daily. Used externally pure or in ointment, 5 to 
20 per cent., and in suppositories containing 3 grains each. 1 
oz. bot., $1.00. Marketed by Victor Koechl & Co. 


Analgine is a powder composed of acetanilid, 50 parts; sodi- 
um bicarb., 5 parts; sodium salicylate, 5 parts; camphor mono- 
brom., 5 parts; caffeine citrated, 24 parts; ext. cannabis in- 
dica, 2% parts; aromatic powder, q. s. 100 parts. Recommended 
as an analgetic, antipyretic and nerve sedative in neuralgia, 
migraine, headache, rheumatism, gout, sciatica, etc. Dose, 5 to 
10 grains. 1 oz. screw cap bot., 40c. Made and marketed by 
H. K. Mulford Company. 

Anthraquinone cholalate is put up in tablet form and rep- 
resents a combination of colalin and cascara sagrada, the bark 
being extracted with a solution of cholalic acid, which is said 
to combine with the anthraquinone principle contained in it. 
Made by T. Morson & Son, London, Eng. 


Anthrasol is a yellow, oily liquid, with a distinctive tarry 
odor; soluble in alcohol, acetone, fats and petrolatum. A dis- 
tillate from coal tar, used in diseases of the skin where coal 
tar is employed. 1 oz. vials, 55c. Marketed by Knoll & Co. 
and Merck & Co. 


Anticilloids are urethral bougies composed of oil of theo- 
broma containing 10 per cent. of protargol. Used as a prophy- 
lactic against gonorrhea. 

Antidiabetic is the name given by the maker, W. M. Stock, 
Diisseldorf, Germany, to a mixture composed of aqueous fluid- 
extract of Senecio fuchsi, 97.78 per cent.; salicylic acid, 0.2 
per cent. (as a preservative) ; trypsin, 0.02 per cent., and 2 
per cent. of an alkali, the nature of which is not disclosed. It 
is given in doses of one tablespoonful three times daily after 
meals. 


Antirheumatin is a name applied to crayons of salocreol 
(creosote salicylate), which are used in the same way as 
menthol cones. Made by W. Newiger, Berlin. 

Antisclerosin forms tablets, consisting of a compound of in- 
organic blood salts, used in treatment of arteriosclerosis and 
its sequelle. Dose, 2 tablets three times daily. Carton of + 
tubes of 24 tablets, $1.50. Marketed by Schering & Glatz. 

Antisudor is a disinfectant solution in which salicylic acid 
is present, but no formaldehyde. As its name implies, it is used 
as a remedy against offensive perspiration, being applied as a 
paint over the parts affected twice daily and allowed to dry. 
It should not be confounded with antisudorin. Made by C. Fr. 
Haussmann, St. Gall, Switzerland. 

Antitranspirin is the name applied to an external applica- 
tion for the relief of excessive perspiration of bromidrosis. It 
is said to consist of a 5 per cent. solution of formaldehyde 
perfumed with spirit of lavender. 

Antitussin, difluordipheny] ointment, is an ointment con- 
taining lanolin, 85 per cent.; petrolatum, 10 per cent., and diflu- 
ordiphenyl, 5 per cent. A whooping cough remedy applied as 
inunction to patient’s neck, chest and batk once a day, in 
doses of 5 Gm. 20 Gm. collapsible tubes, 40c.; 40 Gm., 75c. 
Marketed by C. Bischoff & Co. 

Anusol suppositories form a compound of bismuth iodore- 
sorcin sulphonate, used in hemorrhoids, ete. Dose, 1 to 2 daily. 
Box of 12, $1.00. Marketed by Schering & Glatz. 

Apicin, the chief constituent of which is calcium guaiacol- 
phosphate, and which is used in the treatment of pulmonary 
disorders, is marxeted as a chocolate covered pastil by the 
makers, G. and R. Fritz, Vienna. 

Argentamine is a colorless, alkaline liquid representing a 
solution of silver nitrate, 10 per cent., and ethylenediamine, 10 
per cent.; soluble in water. Used in all cases where silver 
nitrate is used, mostly in gonorrhea, in strength of 1 in 2,000- 
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4,000 solution. 1 oz., g. s. bot., 75c: Marketed by Schering & 
Glatz. 

Argonin is marketed as a white powder, very slightly solu- 
ble in cold, but freely so in hot water. A compound of silver 
nitrate and sodium casein. Antiseptic, germicide and gonococci- 
cide, less caustic than silver nitrate. Solutions of 2 to 10 per 
cent. strength recommended for injection in gonorrhea and 3 
per cent. solutions for use in the eye. 1 oz. vials, 65¢e. Mar- 
keted by Victor Koechl & Co. 

Arhovin, an addition product of diphenylamine and esteri- 
fied thymyl]-benzoic acid, is a fluid of aromatic odor and slightly 
burning taste, soluble in oil. Gonocide for internal and topical 
use. Given by mouth in capsules of 4 grains (1 or 2 capsules, 
three to six times daily); in urethral bougies (1 bougie, two 
to four times daily) ; in vaginal globules (1 globule, two to 
four times daily), and injected in 2 per cent. to 5 per cent. oily 
solution. 1 oz. vials, 90c.; box of 50 capsules, 65c.; box of 12 
bougies, 50c.; box of 12 globules, 50c. Marketed by Schering 
& Glatz. 

Aristochin, the carbonic ester of quinine, is a white pow- 
der, tasteless, insoluble in water. Decomposes in the system to 
yield 96.1 per cent. of quinine. Prescribed like quinine, but in 
somewhat larger doses. % and 1 oz. cartons, per oz., $2.20. 
Marketed by the Continental Color & Chemical Company and 
Merck & Co. 

Arsenferratose is a solution of ferratin in syrup form 
(syrupus ferratini arseniati) containing 0.3 per cent.-of iron 
and 0.003 per cent. of arsenic. Used as a hematopoietic and 
alterative, in doses of a tablespoonful three or four times a day 
for adults, and for children, a teaspoonful to a dessertspoonful. 
It is put up by C. F. Boehringer & Soehne, Mannheim, Ger- 
many, and New York, in 250 Gm. bottles, selling wholesale at 
55e. each. 

Asaprol, or abrastol, is a whitish powder, freely soluble in 
water and alcohol. It is the calcium salt of betanaphthol- 
sulphonic acid. Antipyretic and antirheumatic, in doses of 5 
to 15 grains. Used also as test for albumin in urine. 1 oz. 
bot., $1.25. 

Aspirin, acetyl salicylic acid, is a white crystalline powder, 
insoluble in water, incompatible with alkalies. Used instead 
of the salicylates in articular and muscular rheumatism and 
other therapeutic indications for the salicylates. Dose, 5 to 15 
grains, three to five times daily. 1 oz. bot., per oz., 38c. to 48c. 
Marketed by the Continental Color & Chemical Company. 

Atoxyl, meta-arsenous anilide, is a white powder, contain- 
ing 37.69 per cent. of arsenic in organic combination. Soluble 
in 6 parts of water and used in this strength solution for hypo- 
dermic injection; relatively nontoxic. Dose, 1 to 8 grains. 1 
oz. Vials, $3. Marketed by Victor Koech] & Co. 

Belloform is a condensation product of various high-boiling 
hydrocarbons (poor in cresols) with formaldehyde in soap 
solution, which forms a cherry red fluid of aromatic odor and 
is readily soluble in both water and alcohol. The weak aqueous 
solution of this product is transparent, with a yellowish opales- 
cence, while the stronger solutions are nearly opaque. The 
antiseptic effect of belloform is said to be quite equal to those 
produced by either creolin or lysoform; it is said to have no 
irritant or caustic effect on the skin and, without making it 
slippery, to soften it. 

Benzonaphthol is a white crystalline powder, soluble in 
alcohol and chleroform ; insoluble in water. Employed as intes- 
tinal antiseptic in doses of 5 to 15 grains. 1 oz. vials, 22c.; 4 
Ib. bottles, $2.20; % Ib., $2.10; 1 Ib., $2. Marketed by Schering 
& Glatz. 

Benzosalin-Roche is the methyl ester of benzoyl salicylic 
acid, and being a salicylic and benzoic acid derivative is an 
analogue of acetylsalicylic acid and is employed similarly with 
the last named in the treatment of rheumatism and neuralgia, 
in doses of from 3% to 15 grains, several times a day. It 
forms white, faintly aromatic, almost tasteless, needle-shaped 
crystals, soluble in alcohol, benzol and chloroform, but insolu- 
ble in water. It is put up in tablet form only by the makers, 
the Hoffmann-La Roche Chemical Works, Basel, Switzerland, 
and New York.

per cent. of iodine, but varies according to the method of prep- 
aration. 

Prescription for Criticism.—A. S. asks us to criticise the 
subjoined prescription : 

Tr. ferri.. chioridl......... sew eae = 
Quinin sulp om 
Gray’s glycerin tonic 

A. S. concludes by asking “ what do you think of the drug- 
gist that put this up? Do you think him capable of taking 
charge of a pharmacy?” 

We fail to see what the putting up of this prescription has 
to do with the capacity of the druggist to conduct a pharmacy. 
The question should rather be directed at the doctor who wrote 
the prescription. The composition of Gray’s Glycerin tonic is 
generally well known, and we think it contains sufficient phos- 
phoric acid to prevent the formation of ink through the action 
of the iron on the gentian and other vegetable ingredients in 
the compound. Apart from this we see nothing in the prescrip- 
tion to call for special comment. 


Regulation of Liquor Sales by Pharmacists in New York. 
—A. A. C. submits the following queries: 

“(1) What are the New York city laws governing the sale 
of grain alcohol by druggists? 

“ (2) Is a city license, a State license and a Federal license 
required? 

“ (3) Is a druggist holding the alcohol license permitted to 
sell bottled liquors? ” 

The sale of alcohol and traffic in liquor generally is regu- 
lated by a State law, the enforcement of which is left to State 
officials. 

It is necessary to take out a Federal or U. S. Government 
license, costing $25 annually, if alcohol or spirituous liquors 
are to be sold. This is entirely independent of the State license, 
which costs $7.50 and permits licensed pharmacists to sell 
liquors upon the prescriptions of regularly licensed physicians. 
The holder of such a license is privileged to sell alcohol for 
medicinal or mechanical purposes without a prescription, except 
during prohibited hours. 

Foam for Soda Syrups.—J. R., Mexico. Various sub- 
stances are employed for the manufacture of foaming com- 
pounds for soda syrups, the most widely used being soapbark, 
though objection has been made to the use of this substance 
on account of its supposed poisonous properties, and many 
pharmacists of our acquaintance prefer the white of egg, made 
into a solution by special manipulation. There is certainly no 
better or more wholesome article to use than this. The whites 
of four eggs are sufficient for two gallons of syrup. T. D. 
McElhenie, of Brooklyn, breaks up the white of egg by shak- 
ing it in a tin of his own construction. Taking two of the 
square, screw capped, half pound tins used for Huyler’s cocoa, 
he had the top cut off one and the bottom off the other, the 
second one was soldered on the top of the first with a diaphragm 
of wire netting between, so that by putting in two or thres 
ounces of water, dropping in the whites and replacing the cap 
a slight shaking up and down is sufficient to break up the 
albumen and make a solution. 

A soapbark foam may be made as follows: 

Soapbark 

Alcohol 

Glycerin 

Water, enough to make 

Macerate the bark in the mixed liquids and filter after three 
days, passing sufficient water through the filter to make eight 
ounces, as directed. Two drachms of this foam is sufficient for 
one gallon of syrup. Some pharmacists use fluid extract of 
licorice, U. S. P., in the proportion of one drachm to one gallon 
of syrup, and say they can get nothing else to equal it as 2 
foam producer. 
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A Solvent for Mica.—G. C. F. asks what he can use as a 
solvent for mica. 

Mica varies so greatly in its chemical composition that it 
would be difficult to name a solvent for any given specimen 
without experimentation. The mineral is regarded as a double 
silicate of aluminum and various alkali earths, its composition 
being seldom constant. We suppose that it might be dis- 
solved by any strong acid or combination of acids, such as nitric 
or nitro-hydrochloric. In the preparation of alum from aluni- 
num silicate the shale is extracted by hot sulphuric acid, and 
hot sulphuric acid might dissolve mica.

Fiat and Fiant. 
To the Editor: 

Srr.—Since I learned from you that you had accepted for 
publication my remarks on the confusion which exists in regard 
to the meaning of fiat and fiant—in current pharmaceutical 
and medical literature, I noticed in the Pharmaceutical Journal 
for June 2, page 23, some new confusion, which is indeed the 
climax of nonsense. The writer in the Pharmaceutical Journal 
translates fiant pulvis as “let them—i. e.: the ingredients 
named—become a powder.” Fiat pulvis, now, means “ let 
there be a powder.” There is no plural of pulvis in Latin. The 
Romans as well as the Greeks must have considered it awk- 
ward to speak of powder in the plural. If there exists a plural 
of pulvis in monk’s Latin, of which I am not aware, it will be 
pulveres, and if any one has bad taste enough to write monk’s 
Latin in serious literature, he must write fiant pulveres. Fiant 
pulvis, whether composed of one substance or more ingredients, 
is an atrocity, a crime against grammar. Indeed, I never have 
seen “ fiant pulveres.” It would be bad taste.” I was instructed 
to write divide in —partes aquales, but never divide in pul- 
weres cequales. Whoever objects to criticism of the faulty 
use of Latin in current pharmaceutical literature should read 
the beautiful language of Lavoisier, to whom we are indebted 
for our scientific chemical nomenciature. “*A Doctor.” 


‘* A Patent of Honor.’’

Sir,—In reading Ralph B. Gable’s article on the Flavor of 
Words, one cannot but admire the sentiment, but when it comes 
to membership in the A. Ph. A. as a patent of honor, is not 
that a strained construction?

Deficient Postage on Foreign Mail. 

The negligence of American business houses in the matter 
of postage on foreign mail is so general that at least one firm 
of pharmacists having considgrable dealings with the United 
States has a printed postal card form calling attention to this 
fault in American correspondents, which we reproduce here- 
with:

ATTRACTING ATTENTION. 

It is easy enough to attract attention. It is easy enough 
to become notorious, but to attract favorable attention and to 
become noted is quite another thing. 

Some people achieve notoriety through infamous or through 
criminal conduct, but at its best notoriety is undesirable. Some 
people attain a position in which they are neither noted nor 
notorious, but simply conspicuous. 

Some years ago a young New Yorker with an itching for 
celebrity attained conspicuousness by a very simple method. 
Every morning he went through the elevated train, upon which 
he regularly rode down town, and bade each passenger a pleas- 
ant “ Good morning.” 

At first people were only mildly surprised, but thought little 
of the proceeding. Soon, however, they began to get curious 
and take notice, and before long every regular traveller on that 
particular train knew the name of the young man, and inquir- 
ing strangers were met with the remark, “ What, don’t you 
know ?” From that it was but a step to a city-wide 
reputation, which the chap proceeded to use to his own mani- 
fest advantage. 

Few druggists perhaps become noted, and I hope that still 
less become notorious, but it would be to the advantage of 
most of them to be noticed, and to be noticed one must do 
something noticeable. 

There is a part of the advertising of a store which aims 
not so much at creating a demand for some particular article 
as at keeping the name of the store before the public in a 
general way. This general publicity is more like that accom- 
plished by that modern institution the press agent. It calls 
for new plans, new methods and actual changes and alterations 
for the better in store and management as often as possible. 
As for the practical ways of accomplishing this favorable con- 
spicuousness, they are as varied as the schemes of the press 
agent. 

The druggist may, to advantage, study the advertising 
of the department store, or the bargain store, which sees to it 
that there is always something special doing within its walls 
to make people think of the store. 

The bulk of the store’s advertising must, of course, concern 
itself with the actual goods to be sold, but the advertiser’s in- 
genuity must not stop there. The druggist can have special 
sales as well as the big store. He can have bargain counters 
and he can make special offers. 

It requires but a slight pretext to make a peg upon which 
to hang a special sale, and the druggist has as many of those 
pretexts as his more ostentatious neighbor. 

Fresh paint is one of the things that always attracts at- 
tention to a store, and the store which has just been “done 
over,” either outside or in, is looked upon as keeping up to date. 
The man who keeps his property well painted is considered 
progressive and it makes people think that business is good. 

It pays to keep people thinking that business is good in a 
store. There are druggists who seem to think that it pays to 
look “ down in the mouth” so that they will get business from 
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sympathy, but all the business that a fellow gets from sympa- 
thetic motives as a rule won’t pay the interest on what it wil} 
cost him in loss of the trade of people who like to take part 
in a successful man’s advancement. 

A new show case or two in the store ought to make a news 
item for the local papers, and the new cases should be filled 
with some attractive bargains, so that the advertising may tell 
the people that Smith has been improving his facilities for 
showing his brush stock and his new, big line is now being 
exhibited in modern cases, where every article can be plainly 
seen and the price noted without having to ask a question. 

The store improvements that are really rather unimportant 
can be made to sound important in print, and they can be 
made to appear worthy of notice to the people who see them, 
if enough pains are taken to get up something attractive and 
even elaborate in the way of display to set off the new show 
case or the different arrangement of things. 

Suppose a partition is cut out, or the store enlarged a little 
in some inexpensive way. That fact ought to be made public 
so that every one will know that you are enlarging. Every- 
thing that tends to spread the news that a store is doing more 
business than it did, enlarges its number of patrons. 

A man may have an up to date drug store and run it in an 
up to date manner, increasing his business every year, but 
even so, unless he keeps the public posted as to his continual 
gain, the majority of people will not know whether he is doing 
well or just scraping along. It pays in real money to have 
the general public know that one’s store is getting to be the 
popular store. Business follows the crowd, and people like to 
go where every one else is going. 

It does not call for a very great change in a prescription 
desk to make it possible to get an item in the local paper to 
the effect that Smith is increasing his facilities for handling 
his growing prescription business. A new set of scales that is 
sensitive to the one hundred and twenty-eighth of a grain will 
make a nice groundwork for a newspaper note on the skill and 
care required in compounding. The newspaper that a druggist 
advertises in generously will do quite a bit for him if it gets 
the .chance. If such notices won’t go in free as news items, 
then they can be paid for, and be run as “readers” and be 
valuable at that. 

A new cigar case, or simply a new plan of keeping the old 
case moistened, can be made to call attention to the fact that 
one has added a new line of cigars, or is going to devote 
especial care to that branch of the business. 

Whenever a little improvement is made, extra displays, 
changes in arrangement, special offers, etc., grouped about that 
little change, will make it look like a big change. The small 
improvement can be made to appear great by judicious use of 
goods in its viginity. 

There are always chances to get the store before the public 
on account of the doings of the personnel of the management 
or the working force. Such opportunities ought to be seized. 
It may be merely the vacations of the clerks or of the pro- 
prietor, but if nothing more it is news, and the newsgatherer 
will, as a rule, not be averse to tagging a puff for the store on 
the end of the item. 

If the pharmacist goes to a state convention, he is not doing 
his duty unless his newspapers state that “Our up to date 
druggist, Mr. J. Smith, is attending the meeting of tht state 
Association of Pharmacists in search of anything new in the 
way of methods for improving the service of his store.” If 
it is regular vacation that he is on, then he has gone for “A 
much needed rest on account of the strain of the last few 
months of particularly heavy business.’ 

All these are rather trite statements, but the modern news- 
paper is not materially different from its predecessor, though 
it will find new ways of saying these things. If a man wants 
to keep his store before the public in every possible way, he 
must not shrink from the lime light himself. 

People, the public, are more interested in people than in 
things. They will read personal news items when they are 
tired of advertisements. If they are kept thinking about one store. 
and its workers, while another store is seldom mentioned, the 
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storé that they think about is pretty apt to get them sooner or 
later. 

In every store there is a frequent accumulation of articles 
that become unsalable through being shop-worn or getting out 
of date. The druggist has not been in the habit of uaving 
sales that will get rid of such accumulations as the general 
merchants have them. 

It is good business for the drug store to work off its old 
stock whenever possible, and even patents that are dead will 
start up a little if the price is low enough. The best chances 
for having these cleaning up sales are anything in the way of 
changes in the management of the store or in the inside 
arrangement of it. 

If a partner comes into the store; if one leaves; if there 
is a change from a cash to a credit basis; if the store changes 
its location; if there is a damage by fire or by water; if the 
town experiences a set back or a noticeably dull season for any 
reason. These all make excuses for a sale that gives one a 
chance to clean up the old stock. 

The live man is on the lookout for such opportunities and 
seizes them at once. He seizes the smaller chances, too, and 
makes capital out of everything that happens to him or to 
his business. This sort of publicity is a little out of the line 
of straight advertising, but it pays and costs comparatively 
nothing. 


PURE FOOD BILL AGAIN BEFORE THE HOUSE. 


Representative Mann Attacks the Proprietary Associations—Borrows 
Material from “Collier’s Weekly ” for Insertion in the “ Record ”’ 
—Charges of Bad Faith Against the Proprietary Medicine In- 
terests—Drastic Arraignment of Manufacturing Grocers. 


(From our Regular Correspondent.) 


Washington, D. C., June 21.—Representative Mann, of Chi- 
cago, spoke on the Pure Food bill for nearly an hour to-day, 
illustrating his remarks by a very full and interesting display 
of adulterated foods and fraudulent products. He referred to 
the crusade of Collier’s Weekly against the use of patent medi- 
eines, and asked leave to print as part of his speech the 
articles which have appeared in that journal on this subject. 
He vigorously attacked the Proprietary Association of Amer- 
ica and charged its members with having resorted to unfair 
means to prevent the inclusion in the Pure Food bill of pro- 
visions requiring a statement as to the content of opium, 
cocaine and other poisons. He said that the members of 
Congress have been urged to support the Senate bill because 
it was stronger than the House bill, whereas, as a matter of 
fact, it does not contain a line on the subject of opium. Mr. 
Mann said he had received letters from Chicago physicians, 
and among others from the secretary of the American Medical 
Association, urging him to support the Senate bill on the 
ground that it prohibited the use of opium. He said: “It is 
plain what is behind this widespread movement. The Proprie- 
tary Association has in some manner falsified the situation 
about this bill and given to the country the impression that 
the Senate bill has the clause and the House bill has it not, 
whereas, it is in the House bill,, which puts in the clause the 
Senate left out. 

‘The great mass of our foods is hot adulterated,” Mr. 
Mann went on, “and since the pure food agitation began there 
has been a marked reduction in the quality of adulteration 
and the number of cases. Yet everywhere the honest dealer 
is met with competition by adulterated or short weight goods.” 

Mr. Mann then took up the question of adulterated food 
stuffs and cited statistics to prove the wholesale practice of 
adulteration in this line. He exhibited specimens of various 
foods and food stuffs which upon examination had proved to 
be other than they were represented to be, and among other 
things showed a specimen of glucose masquerading as honey, 
in which the verisimilitude was carried out by having a 
dead bee in the container. The bill will be discussed further 
before final action is taken. 
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THE ETHICS OF MEDICINE AND PHARMACY. 


Doctors, Druggists and Editors Confer—A Notable “Display of 
Good Feeling at the Manhattan Meeting—A Large Number 
in Attendance. 


Under the auspices of the Manhattan Pharmaceutical Asso- 
ciation a joint discussion on the ethics of the allied professions 
of medicine and pharmacy was held at the College of Pharmacy 
of the City of New York on Monday evening, June 18. In intro- 
ducing the speakers Jacob Diner said that the primary object 
of the Manhattan Association was the elevation of the pro- 
fessional side of pharmacy, and that for this reason the officers 
had arranged for the symposium on “the ethics of the allied 
professions.” He then introduced as the first speaker Dr. 
Reynold Webb Wilcox, Professor of Medicine at the New York 
Post-Graduate Medical school. 

Dr. Wilcox said that he did not feel that in appearing before 
a gathering of pharmacists he was appearing before strangers, 
but rather that he was appearing before friends, and that if 
any of his hearers felt that they were really strangers this 
was all the more reason for such a conference. 


THE PHYSICIAN’S POINT OF VIEW. 


He said that in regard to the relations of the physician 
and the pharmacist and the use of proprietary preparations 
and ready made prescriptions he was frankly willing to assume 
that a large share of the blame for these untoward conditions 
rested upon the physician. He said that the tendency toward 
the use of ready made prescriptions was due principally to the 
ignorance of therapeutics on the part of the new fledged gradu- 
ates. 

“Tt is a lamentable fact,” he said, “that the young doctor 
of to-day is less fitted to practice his profession than was the 
young doctor of ten years ago. The theoretical work in the 
medical schools is enormously out of proportion to the prac- 
tical. Instruction should not stop at diagnosis. More time 
should be devoted to therapeutics, and the student should learn 
the properties of drugs and their application to disease. 

“The average student when he comes out of college to prac- 
tice his profession knows little or nothing about compounding 
prescriptions. He has never been taught this thoroughly. He 
goes into the hospitals and comes away with the nauseous for- 
mulas used there—nauseous chiefly because they can be made 
up in bulk without much expense to the hospitals. He has 
not been taught to prescribe, but merely to write orders for 
A in cases of typhoid fever, for B in cases of bronchial cough 
and for C in some other specific complaint. When he leaves 
college with such an equipment he either becomes a kind of 
a carpenter keeping a doctor’s shop with an array of ready 
made prescriptions, falling an easy prey to the detail man, or, 
ailing to get the results which he expected to get, becomes a 
therapeutic nihilist. I have a supreme contempt for the thera- 
peutic nihilist, whom in my heart I look upon as a therapeutic 
ignoramus.” 

Dr. Wilcox said the medical profession itself was largely to 
blame for the failing interest in drug therapeutics, The fault 
lay, he said, with the curriculum, which had spread over so much 
ground and had become so ultra scientific as to leave no time to 
instruct the student in the application of medicine. He believed 
that the students should be made to learn their materia medica 
and pharmacy just as they are made to learn anatomy, and 
should be made to compound prescriptions, so as to learn some- 
thing of the practical difficulties of dispensing. He said that 
he was happy to say that he had no part in turning out the new 
crop of physicians, but that he was kept busy in instructing and 
trying to make better physicians of men who were already 
graduates, 

THE PHARMACOLOGICAL SOCIETY. 


Dr. F. E. Stewart, the next speaker, said that the phar- 
macist was constantly asked as to what was good for a cough, 
a cold, a pain or an ache, and that it was practically impossible 
for the pharmacist to refrain from giving some advice over the 
counter. The standard by which his acts were to be judged 
could not be established definitely along hard and fast lines, 
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but the general attitude of each individual toward the question 
of right and wrong would have to determine the limit to go in 
each case. Dr. Stewart outlined the organization of the Phar- 
macological Society, which had been founded with a view to 
furnishing a means for the independent and authoritative in- 
vestigation of new pharmaceutical products, and which pro- 
posed to act in conjunction with and under the guidance of the 
Council on Pharmacy and Chemistry of the American Medical 
Association. He recited the rules adopted by that council, and 
pointed out the good results which would follow the application 
of those rules in conjunction with the investigations carried on 
by the Pharmacological Society. The most important results, 
he said, would be to bring into affiliation the phar- 
macist and physician, who were natural allies. In closing Dr. 
Stewart referred to the patent medicine business as a disturb- 
ing factor in the relations of the pharmacist and physician, 
saying: “ Whom God hath joined together let no patent medi- 
cine man put asunder.”

COMMERCIAL THERAPEUTICS. 

Dr. John P. Davin, of New York, presented an interesting 
paper under the title of “Commercial Therapeutics,” which 
had been written some 21 years ago as an inaugural thesis and 
which no medical journal would publish at that time, but which 
was published in a drug journal. The essay was most interest- 
ing, as it was so appropriate to the existing conditions that 
it might well have been written within the last few weeks. He 
sketched the growth of the commercial therapeutics under the 
guidance of the large manufacturing pharmacists, who, he 
said, not only exploited their own goods, but “ harnessed the 
U. S. Pharmacopeia to a pill compressor,” turning out pills 
which the druggist was compelled to carry in stock and which 
were hermetically sealed by a glaze which only came off in the 
stomach, if it came off then. He spoke of the flood of liter- 
ature supporting the ready made prescription idea, and said 
that St. Louis had become so well known as the headquarters 
for this sort of thing that some of the medical journals hereto- 
fore published there had been transferred to New York. He said 
that the pseudo-ethical proprietary was much more objectionable 
than the plain patent medicine; that when the physician would 
call on his patient the patient would hide the patent medicine, 
but would bring out with pride the pseudo-ethical proprietary 
which he had been prescribing for himself, 

THE MANUFACTURER'S STANDPOINT. 

Dr. Frederick P. Tuttle, of Parke, Davis & Co., was intro- 
duced to speak on behalf of the manufacturing pharmacist. 
Dr. Tuttle explained that he was not prepared to undertake 
this serious task, as it had been expected that Mr. Helfman would 
come on from Detroit to act as the spokesman of the firm. He 
said that he frankly acknowledged a strong prejudice in favor 
of Parke, Davis & Co., with whom he had been actively en- 
gaged for the past 20 years. He believed that this house had 
done whatever could be done for the investigation and study of 
pharmaceutical and pharmacological problems, and for the 
dissemination of the knowledge thus gained for the medical 
and pharmaceutical profession. He said that the products of 
this house were always prepared in a thoroughly ethical man- 
ner, that their labels were accurate, full and descriptive, and 
that even in their specialties they gave all the necessary infor- 
mation to keep the physician fully enlightened as to the medici- 
nal character of the substances they were using. 
STEVENS-WAINWRIGHT BILL. 


DR. SCHIEFFELIN DEFENDS THE 


Dr. William Jay Schieffelin was also called upon by the 
president, Mr. Diner, to speak on behalf of the manufacturing 
pharmacists. Dr. Schieffelin opened his remarks by saying: 
“I cannot stand here and say we are strictly ethical, for I 
don’t think we are. I think it does not matter what line of 
business a person is engaged in, he will occasionally find out 
that he had made mistakes; but so long as he finds this out 
and rectifies the mistakes himself he should receive some credit. 
When I was a student at the School of Mines the professor of 
metallurgy was accustomed to say: ‘Gentlemen, you are going 
to make mistakes in your work—everybody does, These mis- 
takes will entail loss of time and money. Be sure that you dis- 
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cover and rectify your own mistakes—that is the most that 
can be asked of any man.’ I have been finding out our mis- 
takes and trying to rectify them, and if you gentlemen find 
something of ours that you think unethical I ask you to suspend 
judgment until you ascertain whether the error is not being cor- 
rected. I do not think it is right for a man to do one thing 
with one hand and another thing with the other. I don’t think 
that we ought to put up under our own label only those things 
which are prepared and marketed in an ethical manner, and 
at the same time put up other preparations under labels of 
other persons which are marketed in a manner which consti- 
tutes a fraud. The private formula business presents many 
serious problems to the manufacturer of pharmaceuticals, and 
if the manufacturer is not careful as to the person he is dealing 
with and does not investigate carefully as to the uses to which 
a private formula is put, he may find himself involved in a 
business the prosecutor of which may be and ought to be put 
in jail.” Dr. Schieffelin said that the question of protection 
by trademark was a very serious one from the manufacturer’s 
standpoint. He said that his own firm had prepared and placed 
on the market an excellent elixir of heroin and terpin hydrate. 
This proving successful was widely advertised, and the firm did 
a large business in it for the first year. The next year, however, 
the business rather fell off, for Parke, Davis & Co., Sharpe & 
Dohme, Ely Lilly & Co. and probably half a dozen other manu- 
facturing pharmacists were also selling elixir of heroin and 
terpin hydrate. If a trademark name such as heroterpin had 
been given to the elixir instead of a simple descriptive name 
he believed that his own firm would have continued to lead in 
the sale and would have been able to “ make a little money hon- 
estly.” In connection with this question of trademark protec- 
tion Dr. Schieffelin said that he had heard a point brought out 
in the discussion of the phenacetin trademark rights at the Bos- 
ton meeting which had suggested a wholly new idea to him. This 
was that in the scientific descriptions of the drug phenacetin 
and in the clinical reports upon its use which were used in the 
introduction of the drug the true scientific descriptive name, 
acetphenetidin, should have been used. Had this been done and the 
trade name phenacetin having been reserved for use as a “ word 
mark,” there would have been no question raised now as to 
whether phenacetin was really a descriptive word or whether 
it was a trademark. 

Dr. Schieffelin then took up the Stevens-Wainwright bill 
and discussed the objections that had been raised to it by the 
pharmacists. He said that the bill was in reality divisible into 
three parts and it was unfortunate that it had not been so 
divided, for in that case some parts of the bill would have no 
doubt been enacted. He said that the arguments advanced in 
favor of placing the administration of the bill in the hands of 
the Board of Health by the doctors and lawyers who were in- 
terested in drhfting it seemed to him to be unanswerable. One 
of these was that it was bad policy to place in the hands of 
one druggist, as a member of the Board of Pharmacy, the power 
to annoy a rival druggist who might be guilty of a technical 
violation of the law. 

Mr. Diner, the president of the association, replying to this 
particular objection, said that the pharmacists having them- 
selves selected the members of the Board of Pharmacy it was 
fair to assume that they were willing to entrust to them full 
power to administer law. 

THE POINT OF VIEW OF THE MEDICAL EDITOR 
was set forth by Dr. H. Edwin Lewis, editor of the Jnter- 
national Journal of Surgery, whose remarks we print in full 
in another column, Dr. Lewis’s paper was received with fre- 
quent applause and many evidences of approval. 
THE PHARMACEUTICAL JOURNALIST. 

Caswell A. Mayo was introduced as a representative of the 
pharmaceutical press, and made a brief address reviewing 
the relations at present existing between physician and 
pharmacist. He said that the leaders in the present reform 
movement, like leaders in all such movements, had in some 
instances been too radical, but that one of the most hopeful 
indications of a possibility for permanent benefit was the notice- 
able modification of the views of extremists and the very marked 
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change in the attitude of the physicians toward the pharmacists. 
This change in attitude of physicians had been signalized by 
the tone of the addresses made by Dr. Willcox, Dr. Stewart 
and Dr. Lewis on the present occasion, but had been no less 
marked in the discussions which took place among the physi- 
cians attending the sessions of the section on pharmacology and 
therapeutics of the American Medical Association at the recent 
meeting in Boston. 

E. C. Goetting, editor of the Deutsch-Amerikanische 
Apotheker Zeitung, read an address on behalf of the pharma- 
ceutical press, reviewing the relations of the physician and 
the pharmacist. He defended the pharmacists at large from 
the charge of promiscuous counter prescribing, but said that 
in this calling, as in every other, there was a certain number of 
black sheep, and asked that physicians should not hold the pro- 
fession at large responsible for the shortcomings of a few. He 
said that it was impossible for the pharmacist to always de- 
cline to give advice in the minor ailments, and he thought that 
the giving of such advice was wholly justifiable where the ail- 
ment was evidently of a simple character, and provided always 
that the pharmacist recommended some ready made preparation 
and did not undertake to compound a mixture for the specific 
case under treatment. This act he looked upon as being wholly 
inadmissible. He regarded the prescription as being the prop- 
erty of the physician and condemned the miscellaneous refilling 
of prescriptions calling for potent remedies, but he said he be- 
lieved that physicians generally overrated the damage done by 
the refilling of ordinary prescriptions and also overrated the 
financial loss entailed on the physician by such practice. He 
believed that in most cases the patient who had a prescription 
refilled would, if cut off from this privilege, not return to the 
physician for a prescription, but resort to a household remedy 
or patent medicine. 

FROM THE RETAILER'S STANDPOINT. 

William C. Alpers, speaking for the retailer, said that there 
seemed to be two kinds of ethics, one for association use and 
the other for private consumption. The average member of 
an association subscribed to a very charming and altogether 
delightful system of ethics as propounded in the association, 
and then went home and acted upon .a wholly different basis. 
He said that he had formerly opposed the manufacturing phar- 
macist bitterly, but was now convinced that the manufacturing 
pharmacist was a logical, necessary and even beneficent evolu- 
tion. He said that the manufacturing pharmacist could not be 
held to strict accountability for the final disposition of all his 
products by others, but he did think that they should be held 
up to a very high standard of ethics in their relations to each 
other. He instanced the manufacture by the large dealer of 
imitations of copyrighted preparations as a reprehensible prac- 
tice, contravening ethical relations between the manufacturers 
themselves. He had only to-day received a prescription calling 
for “ Pepto-mangan, P., D. & Co.” Now the question was what 
should the druggist dispense? Should he dispense the original 
pepto-mangan, in which case he would not send out the P, D. 
& Co.’s product, or should he dispense P. D. & Co.’s solution of 
iron peptonate and manganese? He said that in the effort to 
produce better ethical conditions it was necessary to interest 
and educate the public. The public has no idea that there is 
any impropriety whatever in the druggist’s prescribing. Mr. 
Alpers cited an instance in which he had been soundly rated by 
a customer for declining to prescribe. He said that it was nec- 
essary for the pharmacist to love and honor his profession and 
to magnify it in the eyes of the public by his attitude to his 
own calling, and that unless a pharmacist did show his respect 
for his calling he could not command for it the respect of the 
medical profession or of the public at large. 

William C. Anderson, of Brooklyn, closed the discussion on 
behalf of the pharmacist, saying that in all the reforms that 
the druggist was called upon to participate in the first step in the 
reform involved sacrifice on the part of the pharmacist, and in 
fact the pharmacist was always the first man who had to give 
up something. He said it was useless to contemplate the aban- 
donment by the pharmacist of the sale of household remedies 
and patent medicines, as the pharmacist’s calling was largely 
a commercial one and this branch of the business was too im- 
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portant to be thrown over. He believed, though, that much 
could be accomplished by constant and intelligent work in ex- 
ploiting the preparations of the National Formulary and United 
States Pharmacopeeia. 

On motion of R. R. Smith the speakers of the evening were 
tendered a rising vote of thanks. 

In dismissing the meeting the president, Mr. Diner, con- 
gratulated the members upon the large attendance and upon the 
interesting matter which had been placed before them for dis- 
cussion, and expressed the hope that similar occasions might be 
arranged for in the future. After the adjournment, which took 
place near 1 o'clock, the members partook of a bountiful colla- 
tion which was served in the library of the college.

THE CHICAGO BRANCH. 

The largest meeting so far held by the Chicago Branch of 
the American Pharmaceutical Association was that held at the 
Northwestern University Building on Tuesday evening, June 12. 

The subject for discussion had been announced as “ How to 
Bring About More Satisfactory Educational Requirements for 
Pharmacy in I)linois.” 

The Committee on Education and Legislation presented a 
report which caused a lively discussion. After some amend- 
ments and eliminations the report of the committee, embracing 
the following preamble and resolutions, was adopted: 

“Whereas, The only distinguishing characteristic of the 
pharmacist’s vocation is his professional work, and 

“Whereas, The rights of the public as well as the pros- 
perity of the pharmacist demand that proper pharmaceutical 
education be effectively fostered and the admission of educa- 
tionally unfit persons to the apothecary’s business prevented, 
and 

“ Whereas, Examinations cannot take the place of sys- 
tematic education, and 

“ Whereas, These truths are now given practical recognition 
in several States, as follows: In Michigan a preliminary edu- 
cation amounting to two years of high school work is required 
of candidates for license as registered pharmacists; in New 
York, Ohio, South Dakota. and Wisconsin one year of high 
school work is required; in New York and Pennsylvania can- 
didates for license must also be graduates of a recognized 
school of pharmacy, and in Wisconsin applicants for certificates 
as registered pharmacists must have a_ technical education 
amounting to two years of not less than 32 weeks’ instruction 
annually in a recognized school of pharmacy, and 

“ Whereas, Our great State of Illinois should not be per- 
mitted to fall behind other States in necessary educational re- 
form. Therefore, be it 

“ Resolved, By the Chicago Branch of the American Phar- 
maceutical Association, that the preliminary general education 


required for apprentices in pharmacy, under Section 7 of the 
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Pharmacy law, should be not less than one year of high school 
work or its equivalent, and we request the Board of Pharmacy 
of Illiuois to so order, under the ample authority conferred 
upon it by said section, and be it further 

“ Resolved, That the Board of Pharmacy of our State be and 
is hereby requested to accept the standards of efficiency of the 
American Conference of Pharmaceutical Faculties, to be ap- 
plied to all schools of pharmacy to whose students and grad- 
uates any credit is extended for courses of study in any school 
not conforming to such standards, and be it further 

“ Resolved, That the board be and is hereby requested to 
make the scope of the examinations for the licensing of regis- 
tered pharmacists commensurate with the courses of educa- 
tion given in schools of pharmacy registered by the board as 
conforming to its standards of efficiency, and be it further 

“ Resolved, That we request the Board of Pharmacy of Illi- 
nois to take into account all direct evidence of effective training 
for the practice of pharmacy which any candidate may present 
in his behalf, and especially satisfactorily completed courses of 
study and laboratory practice in schools of pharmacy, in the 
determination of his fitness for registration and license, and 
be it further 

“ Resolved, That the Pharmacy law of Illinois should be so 
amended as to require two years’ practical experience in phar- 
macies, independently of courses of study, but to the end that 
substantial courses in the pharmaceutical schools may not be 
discouraged, the laws and board rulings should not require 
persons who take longer courses to wait a correspondingly 
longer time before they are enabled to secure their licenses ; 
and that the minimum total time prescribed for both college 
education and practical experience in pharmacies should be the 
same for all persons, without reference to the length of the 
college course they may have completed, and should be suffi- 
cient to include a fuil two years’ course in a pharmaceutical 
school, and be it further 

“ Resolved, That the secretary of the branch be instructed 
to communicate this set of resolutions to the Board of Phar- 
macy of the State of Illinois and to the Illinois State Pharma- 
ceutical Association.” 

Twenty-five new members were received. The next meeting 
will be held September 11.

PHARMACEUTICAL RECORD. 
THE PURE FOOD BILL FOR LOUISIANA. 


Drug Interests Involved in the State Law—Details of the Provisions— 
Orleans and State Associations Both Take a Hand. 


(From our Regular Correspondent.) 

New Orleans, June 18.—The fight for a Pure Food and Drug 
law for the State of Louisiana is now at its height, and drug 
men throughout the State have memorialized the General As- 
sembly in an effort to secure a law that will be in accord with 
their ideas and wishes. A bill has already been introduced in 
the Legislature and will be taken up for final action within the 
next few days. It has passed the committee successfully, even 
though a hard fight was necessary to secure its passage, and 
will before very long be put to a final vote. 

CITY AND STATE ASSOCIATIONS ACT JOINTLY. 

Last Saturday night the Louisiana State Pharmaceutical 
Society, acting in conjunction with the Orleans Pharmaceu- 
tical Association, went on record as favoring the bill which 
was introduced by the State Board of Health, with amend- 
ments which would provide “the highest standards of the 
United States Pharmacopeia, the National Formulary, the 
standard of the Association of Official Agricultural Chemists 
and the Committee of Standards of the Association of State 
Dairy and Food Departments, for the guidance and control of 
those intrusted with the execution of such laws.” In order to 
acquaint members of the association with what was proposed 
the committee having the matter in charge on Saturday wired 
every druggist in Louisiana, asking his support of the proposed 
amendments submitted. 

AMENDMENTS OFFERED BY THE DRUG TRADE. 


Here are the amendments offered to those sections affecting 
drugs and their introduction into the State: 


Provided, 'That the introduction into the State of Louisiana, from 
any other State or Territory, or from any foreign country, of any arti- 
cle of food, liquor, water or drugs which is adulterated or misbranded, 
within the meaning of this act, is hereby prohibited; and any person 
who, having received, shall deliver, in original, unbroken packages, 
for pay or otherwise, or offer to deliver to any person, any such article 
so adulterated or misbranded, within the meaning of this act, or any 
person who shall sell or offer for sale in the State of Louisiana any 
such adulterated or misbranded foods, liquor, water or drugs, shall be 
guilty of a misdemeanor. Provided, however, that no person shall be 
liable to the penalty of imprisonment as provided herein unless he 
knowingly committed the offense charged. 

Sec. 2. Be it further enacted, etc., that the examinations of speci- 
mens of foods, liquors, water and drugs shall be made in the laboratory 
of the State Board of Health, or under the direction and supervision of 
such board, for the purpose of determining from such examinations 
whether such articles are adulterated or misbranded within the mean- 
ing of this act, and if it shali appear from any such examination that 
any of such specimens are adulterated or misbranded, within the mean- 
ing of this act, the president of the State Board of Health shall cause 
notice thereof to be given. to the party from whom such sample is ob- 
tained. Any party so notified shall be given an opportunity to be 
heard, under such rules and regulations as may be prescribed as afore- 
said, and if it appears that any of the provisions of this act have been 
violated by such party, then the president of the State Board of Health 
shall at once certify the facts to the proper district attorney with a 
copy of théir results of the analysis or the examination of such articles, 
duly authenticated by the analyst or officer making such examination, 
under the oath of such officer. After judgment of the court notice shall 
be given by the publication in such manner as may be prescribed by 
the rules and regulations aforesaid. 

Sec. 3. Be it further enacted, etc., that the term “ drug,” as used 
in this act, shall include all medicines and preparations recognized in 
the United States Pharmacopoeia, or National Formulary, for internal 
or external use, and any medicine or preparation of medicine intended 
to be used for the cure, mitigation or prevention of disease of either 
man or other animals. The term ‘“ food,” as used herein, shall include 
all articles used for food, drink, confectionery or condiment by man or 
other animals, whether simple, mixed or compound. 

Sec 4. Be it further venacted, etc., that for the purpose of this act 
an article shall be deemed adulterated in case of drugs: 

First—If, when a drug is sold under the standard recognized in 
the United States Pharmacopeia, or National Formulary, it differs 
from the standard of strength, quality or purity, as determined by the 
test laid down in the United States Pharmacopeia, or National Formu- 
lary, official at the time of the investigation. 

Second—If its strength or purity differ from any other professed 
standard or quality under which it is sold. > 

Sec. 5. Be it further enacted, etc., that the term “ misbranded,” as 
used herein, shall apply to all drugs, liquors, waters or articles of food, 
or articles which may enter into the composition of food, the package 
or label of which shall bear any statements regarding the ingredients 
or substances contained in such article, which statement shall be false 
or misleading in any particular, and to any food or drug product which 
is falsely branded as to the State, Territory or country in which it is 
manufactured or produced. 

That for the purpose of this act an article shall also be dee: ied 
misbranded. 

In case of drugs: 

Virst—If it be an imitation of or offered for sale under the name 
of another article. 

Second—If the contents of the original package shall have been re- 
moved. in whole or in part, and other contents shall have been pla: ed 
in such package, or if, when the article contained be not describe’ in 
the United States Pharmacopeia or National Formulary, and be ot 
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the prescription of a regular licensed physician, and the package fail to 
bear a statement on the label of the quantity or proportion of any alco- 
hol, morphine, opium, cocaine, heroin, alpha or beta eucaine, or chloral 
hydrate, or any preparation of any of such substances contained there- 
in; provided, however, that the quantity or proportion of alcohol need 
not be stated when not more than the quantity or proportion prescribed 
by the United States Pharmacopeia, or the National Formulary, as a 
solvent or preservative of the active constituents of the medicine or 
preparation in such package and used. And provided further, that the 
quantity or proportion of opium or morphine need not be stated when 
the contents of the package contain not more than two grains of opium 
or one-quarter grain of morphine, or one-eighth grain cocaine, or ten 
grains of chloral hydrate to the fluid ounce, or, if a solid preparation, 
to the avoirdupois ounce.

LEEMING. 


JOSEPH 


Joseph Leeming, for many years secretary of the Proprie- 
tary Association of America, died at his late home in Summit, 
N. J., on June 21, at the age of thirty-seven. Less than two 
years ago Mr. Leeming, who had previously enjoyed excellent 
health, became afflicted with tuberculosis of the larynx and 
moved at once with his family to Colorado Springs, where he 
seemed to steadily improve to such an extent that his physician 
sanctioned his returning home this spring. Consequently he 
brought his family East early in May and took up his residence 
in Summit, N. J. The disease took a sudaen turn for the 
worse a week ago and he failed rapidly until the end. 

Mr. Leeming was born in Montreal in 1869 and came with 
his father to New York when a boy. At the age of fourteen he 
entered the drug business in the service of the old firm of 
Lazell, Marsh & Gardner, and three years later entered the 
employ of his father, who did business as an importer of drug 
specialties under the firm name of Thomas Leeming & Co. 
When twenty-one years old he was admitted to partnership. 
Mr. Leeming and his brother Thomas, on the death of their 
father, succeeded to the business of Thomas Leeming & Co., 
who had been for many years agents for Nestlé’s Food in this 
country. In 1900, when Henri Nestlé, of Vevey, Switzerland, 
the maker of Nestlé’s Food, decided to establish a branch 
house in the United States, Mr. Leeming and his brother 
Thomas were made managers of the American branch. 

The intelligence of his death will be received with sincere 
sorrow by the large number of manufacturers of proprietary 
medicines to whom he was personally known through his long 
term of service as secretary of the Proprietary Association of 
America, an office to which he was elected in 1891 at the early 
age of twenty-two, and which he filled most acceptably for 
more than twelve years, when he was compelled to resign on 
account of his failing health. The relations of Mr. Leeming to 
the association were such that upon his retirement the officers 
and members of the Executive Committee presented him with 
a handsome silver loving cup as a token of their esteem and 
friendship and in appreciation of his faithful and efficient serv- 
ices as secretary. Mr. Leeming was for a time treasurer of the 
Association of American Advertisers and was a member of the 
Canadian Proprietary Association, as well as of the American 
organization. He was also a member of the Sphinx, the Sal- 
magundi, the Nassau Country, the Montauk and the Hardware 
clubs. 

Mr. Leeming was a gentleman of charming presence, an 
artist of no mean ability, having painted several pictures 
which attracted considerable attention in art circles, and an 
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ardent sportsman, having many trophies of his hunting trips 
in New Brunswick and the Eastern Provinces.

KINGS COUNTY MEETING. 


Routine Business Transacted-—Dr. Muir Sails for Scotland July 7 
—Presented with a Remembrance from the Society. 





The June meeting of the Kings County Pharmaceutical So- 
ciety, held at the Brooklyn College of Pharmacy on the 12th 
inst., was largely routine in character. President Adrian 
Paradis was absent, and his place was taken by Vice-President

Muir, considerable attention was paid to the efforts 
made to pass the Stevens-Wainwright bill, and the necessity of 
the pharmacists of the State taking action to secure the pas- 
sage of some measure agreeable to them was emphasized. On 
motion, it was resolved to instruct the delegates from the 
society to the State meeting to favor the introduction of the 
Chicago Conference bill, which was the measure introduced by 
Senator Hill this year and which failed of passage. 

The announcement of the willingness of the New York Tele- 
phone Company to install slot telephones in Manhattan drug 
stores was made by Professor Anderson, who stated at the same 
time that for Brooklyn a two-coin machine would be preferable, 
since a good many of Brooklyn messages are sent to Manhattan.

Doctor Muir, who reported for the Committee on Legislation, 
was lured out of the room on some pretext or other at this 
point, and Professor Anderson announced that the doctor in- 
tended to sail for his old home in Scotland July 7, and moved 
that the society appropriate the sum of $10 for the purchase of 
a basket of fruit. Professor Anderson later presented Doctor 
Muir with a small American flag of silk and a copy of the 
new prospectus of the college bearing the autographs of all 
present. 


The Hudson River Association to Stop Sampling Physicians 
for the Summer. 

At the June meeting of the Hudson River branch of the 
M. A. R. D., held recently, Peter Diamond, one of the guests, 
informed the members that the fight for slot telephones in drug 
stores in this city had been won, the demands having been 
acceded to by the telephone company. This proved very 
welcome news to the members present, who have had the same 
objectionable features of the old system to complain about as 
their fellow druggists in other sections of the city. At this 
meeting several gross lots of goods were distributed. The 
branch has a plan for co-operative buying from the wholesalers 
which, so far, has worked very satisfactorily. Those who 
participate pool their orders, thus entailing only one delivery 
on the part of the jobber and securing the extra discount al- 
lowed for the larger quantity. 

As many physicians are out of town this month the Com- 
mittee on Standard Preparations reported that the work of 
sending samples to physicians had been temporarily suspended. 
Attention was called to the plan for a special boat to convey 
druggists from this section to the N. A. R. D. convention in 
Atlanta next fall. The plan was well received. 


The New York Retail Druggists’ Association. 
An unusually enthusiastic meeting of the N. Y. R. D. A. was 


held on Friday night, June 15, at Westminster Hall, No. 72 
Lenox avenue. It was designed largely to commemorate the 
re-election of Joseph Weinstein to the Board of Pharmacy. 
Much gratification was expressed on every side over the suc- 
cessful campaign conducted by the association. Music, dancing 
and an elaborate collation were features of the evening’s en- 
tertainment. At the business meeting nine new members were 
elected, and all the committees were thanked for their efficient 
work during the year. A proposal was made to amend the 
by-laws so as to provide for annual instead of semi-annual 
election of officers, and the proposition will be acted on at 
the next meeting.

SLOT TELEPHONES FOR NEW YORK. 


A Victory for the Drug Trade—Twenty Per Cent. Profit for the 
Druggist—Auxiliary Instruments for Out of Town Calls. 


The druggists of New York City have won a notable victory 
in their fight for slot telephones in their stores—a victory that 
means for them a much more satisfactory and sensible arrange- 
ment with the telephone company, increased and assured rev- 
enue from this feature of their business, and the elimination 
of all the trouble and annoyance they were subjected to under 
the old system. The New York Telephone Company, through 
General Manager H. F. Thurber, has informed Albert Baltzly, 
chairman of the joint delegation that waited on the company 
and presented the druggists’ case, that the company will install 
slot machines in drug stores and allow a commission of 20 per 
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cent. The druggists had asked for 25 per cent., but the com- 
pany compromised on 20. 

The announcement created no little favorable comment in 
the trade, and while it will require some time to put the new 
order into general operation, the work will be expedited as 
rapidly as possible. It is estimated that the change will entail 
an outlay of about $100,000 to the telephone company. 

The new arrangement provides for a uniform pay station 
commission of 20 per cent. on calls used over the regular aux- 
iliary ’phone, as well as over the slot ’phone. The latter will 
be of the one-coin style, and will be used only for borough 
calls, which cost 5 cents. For other calls the auxiliary in- 
strument will be used. Druggists still have the option of hav 
ing a slot ’phone or of taking out a contract for the message 
system. The commissions under the latter are higher than 20 
per cent., but such contracts are usualiy for a larger number 
of messages than the average druggist can afford. It is, there- 
fore, more than likely that the great majority of the trade 
will install the slot ’phone, which has the distinct advantage 
of giving the druggist no trouble or annoyance, besides assuring 
him of no discrepancies or shortages in the matter of collections. 


Peter W. Ray, Ph.G., M.D. 
In his eighty-first year, Dr. Peter W. Ray, the treasurer of 
the Kings County Pharmaceutical Society and of the Brooklyn

College of Pharmacy, is as upright and sturdy looking as a 
well preserved man in the early forties. Dr. Ray, who was 
elected treasurer of the Kings County Pharmaceutical Society 
for the fifteenth time at the recent annual meeting, has con- 
ducted a pharmacy at the northeast corner of Second and 
Hooper streets, Brooklyn, for fifty-six years, or, to be exact, 
from August 4, 1850; and his managing clerk, P. R. Morse, 
has been in Dr. Ray’s service continuously for thirty-five years 
—surely a record that is creditable alike to employer and em- 
ployee. The portrait of Dr. Ray, which is shown herewith, 
was taken during the administration of Mayor Strong, when 
the doctor was appointed a member of the city committee for 
the collection of funds to raise a monument to General Grant. 
He has not changed much since then, and the picture is still 
a striking likeness. Dr. Ray served his apprenticeship in 
medicine and pharmacy with the late Dr. James McCune Smith, 
a graduate of Edinburgh University, and one of the foremost 
practitioners of his time. After six years’ service with Dr. 
Smith, attending lectures at the New York College of Pharmacy 
meanwhile, Dr. Ray attended a course of lectures at Bowdoin 
College, Brunswick, Me., and in 1849 took his degree in medi- 
cine at Castleton College, Vermont. In commemoration of hi 
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fifty years’ connection with pharmacy the members of the 
Kings County Pharmaceutical Society six years ago presented 
him with a gold medal suitably engraved. Another medal 
which he cherishes was the gift of President Grover Cleveland 
on the occasion of the Ninth International Medical Congress 
held at Washington in 1887. Dr. Ray was a delegate to the 
congress from the County Medical Society. 

The existence of “The Ray Medical Society’ may not be 
generally known. This is a society of medical men who bear 
the name of Ray, and Dr. P. W. Ray, the subject of this sketch, 
is one of its honored vice-presidents, and he happens to be the 
only colored man in the organization, though he possesses the 
consanguinity requirement for membership. The society was 
organized at the World’s Fair in St. Louis, on September 20, 
1904, and numbers 145 members. Meetings are held annually, 
usually in connection with the meeting of the American Medi- 
cal Association. The objects of the society are concerned 
mostly with the development of sociability and for the reunion 
of members of the Ray family.

He represented the 17th district in the Legislature in 1904 
and 1905. He has been secretary of the Republican city com- 
mittee and is a member of the Salem Republican Club.

All Quiet Along the Delaware—Business Better in the Coal Regions 
—Plans for the State Meeting —The Associated Drug Companies 
Organizing.

Philadelphia, July 20.—There is a lull in the wholesale as 
well as the retail drug trade in this city at the present time. 
This was expected, as it is between seasons and the druggists 
are now able to take a breathing spell. There is very little 
complaint heard from the retail druggists over the business 
done so far this year. It has been in almost every case ahead 
of what it was in 1905, and it looks as if it will be a record 
breaking year. For the next two months there will be many 
improvements made to the different drug stores in this city. 
Hlowever, the changes will be mostly in the shape of additions. 
With the beginning of fall there will be several retail drug 
stores opened up in various sections of the city. In the west- 
ern and northwestern part, as well as in the southern, many 
hundred new dwellings have been erected, and in some cases the 
builders have made special offers to retail druggists to open 
stores in the vicinity. During the early months of the year 
the wholesale druggists here did little business with the drug- 
gists of the anthracite coal region. Now that the miners have 
gone back to work the business has greatly improved, and it 
is believed that this month there will be more business done 
in the anthracite towns than ever before; the miners have 
received their first pay since April and they will be anxious to 
lay in a stock of medicines and sundries. 


SUMMER PLANS OF THE P. A. R. D. 


There will be no steamboat ride for the members of the 
Philadelphia Association of Retail Druggists as a body next 
month. At the last meeting in June a committee was appointed 
to sound the members about holding the next meeting, which 
will take place on July 6. Now that the Philadelphia College 
of Pharmacy is closed for the summer, the meetings of this 
association are held in the Odd Fellows’ Temple. The last 
meeting was a record breaking one, and it was thought by some 
that if a steamboat could be chartered it would afford the 
members, as well as their families, a day’s outing. The plan 
was considered a good one, and the committee started in to work 
it up. But there were too many obstacles in the way. The first 
was the annual meeting of the Pennsylvania State Pharmaceu- 
tical Association, which is held the latter part of this month, 
then the Fourth of July, and lastly that many of the drug 
clerks were away on their vacations and the employers could 
not find the time to get away.

William C. Fields, a druggist of Pikesville, Baltimore 
County, died there recently, after an illness of about three 
weeks, in the thirty-fifth year of his age. He left a widow and 
two children. He had conducted a pharmacy at Pikesville for 
fourteen years. 


Albert E. Thompson, of the widely known Baltimore drug 
firm of Thomas & Thompson, Light and Baltimore streets, has 
been very ill for some time past, and was taken to Atlantic 
City in the hope that the salt air would do him good. 


Druggist E. C. Esslinger has installed a handsome onyx 
Italian marble and wood soda water fountain of the Puffer 
Constellation type in his pharmacy, Fulton and Woodbrook 
avenues. The improvement cost $2,400. 


The drug store of the late Oscar E. Ross, Park avenue and 
MecMechen street, was sold last week at public auction to John 
R. Riggs for $1,100. There was a mortgage on the property for 
$3,500. 


A fire which broke out in the window of the drug store of 
Fred Ulman, Druid Hill avenue and Biddle street, last week, 
caused considerable excitement, but was put out before much 
damage had been done. The blaze was presumably caused by a 
defective electric wire. 


Druggist William H. Stewart, North avenue and Payson 
street, has been sued for $5,000 damages by Miss Alice Kill- 
mond, who alleges that the druggist mixed up the labels on two 
bottles so that she used a preparation intended for internal use 
on her face and was permamently disfigured. This is contrary 
to the usual experience, when persons claim damages for in- 
juries alleged to have resulted from taking inwardly a medi- 
cine intended for external use. 


Trusted Employee of Lanman & Kemp Accused of 
Defalcation. 


Raoul Auerbach, for more than 30 years a trusted employee 
of Lanman & Kemp, of this city, and its predecessor, is ac 
cused by the firm of having misappropriated a large amount 
of the company’s funds. Auerbach was an invoice clerk, and 
his accounts were found to fall short in his custom house 
transactions. It is alleged that he drew on the firm’s funds 
for consular fees on the making of invoices for exports far in 
excess of the actual figures in the receipts and pocketed the 
surplus. 

The expert accountant questioned Auerbach and the next 
day the latter disappeared. An attachment for $29,615 was 
placed in the sheriff’s hands, but detectives failed to find any 
trace of the missing invoice clerk. A deputy sheriff served the 
attachment on two savings banks and a trust company in 
which Auerbach is said to have funds. 

Edward Kemp and George Massey, members of the firm, 
have sworn to an affidavit setting forth the allegations against 
Auerbach. The charges cover only the missing clerk’s alleged 
peculations during the existence of the present firm, hence the 
amount in the attachment is $29,615, but it is said that the 
evidence given by the expert accountant reveals a much large: 
defaleation, extending over many years and under the mal 
agement of the old firm.

Chicago Doctors and Druggtsts Get Closer Together—Antinarcotic 
Legislation Discussed—Bodemann Criticises Physicians—T he 
Board of Health to Let Up on Drug Trade. 





(From our Regular Correspondent.) 


Chicago, June 20.—Doctors and druggists, to the number of 
about 50, sat at meat together one evening last week and dis- 
cussed matters of mutual interest. The dinner had been 
planned for a considerable time, and was significant in that it 
showed an increase of intimacy in the relations of prescribers 
and dispensers. The meeting took place at Vogelsang’s. It 
was presided over by Dr. Bacon, who was ably seconded by 
Chas. Havery, president of the C. R. D. A. The chief topic 
of the evening’s discussion was the new antinarcotic law, 
which was printed in the last issue of the AMERICAN DRUG- 
Gist. All of the doctors present said they approved most em- 
phatically of the resolution adopted by the State Medical 
Association, to the effect that all patent medicines containing 
habit producing drugs should bear a label announcing this fact. 
A number of druggists said they were of the same opinion. 
Mr. Bodemann took advantage of his opportunity to administer 
a good-natured “roast” to the doctors becase of their fre- 
quently manifested penchant for prescribing proprietaries, the 
formula of which they do not know. Mr. Bodemann expressed 
himself in the following manner: “ You fellows want us to 
help you frame a law compelling makers of patent medicines 
containing narcotics to put on a suitable label, yet you often 
go it blindly yourselves. Your patients take it for granted 
that you know what you are giving them,, but, as a matter of 
fact, you don’t know a thing about it when you prescribe this 
unknown dope. Is this because of ignorance or laziness? In 
either case, oh Father in heaven, forgive them, for they know 
not where they are at.” Mr. Wooten then advised, in a con- 
servative talk, that too radical action with regard to patents 
be avoided. Drs. Gilmore, Webster, Johnson and others spoke, 
and Druggists Chandler, Forsyth, Boehm and others were 
heard. Mr. Bodemann scored those whe have been guilty of 
causing the Board of Health to prosecute druggists for alleged 
counter prescribing, and Dr. Webster promised, on behalf of 
the board, that the practice would be stopped. A number of 
other matters likely to cause friction between those present 
were also touched upon. A motion that a harmony conference 
of doctors and druggists be appointed was carried. It is be- 
lieved that a good start has been made toward better relations 
and that the benefit will be permanent.

San Francisco, June 12.—<Although the stringent orders of

in the domain of the pharmacist of San Francisco. 
a difficult matter for the retailer to have even a reasonable 
fraction of his orders supplied by the wholesaler. Touching 
upon the scarcity of chemicals for blondes, a local newspaper 
aptly remarks: “ The blonde of yesterday, who was a brunette 
the day before, is a blonde-brunette of to-day.” So it is with 
the pill roller—druggists whose ambition it was never to be 
“out” of even rare articles must now face the embarrassing 
predicament of being without the commonest remedies. 


RELIEF WORK OF THE N. A. R. D. 


The Relief Committee of the local N. A. R. D. is taking 
steps for the protection of the rights of burned out druggists, 
and is watching closely the treatment accorded the members of 
the association at the hands of the adjusters of the insurance 
companies. The secretary of the committee, W. B. Cheatham, 
has written to the local drug men, including clerks, urging them 
to make no unsatisfactory compromises of their losses without 
first consulting the attorney engaged by the committee. 

With regard to the publication of an insurance blacklist, 
Secretary Cheatham says: 

“ Through our National Association we will be able to make 
sworn statements of those who receive injustice in the settle- 
ment of drug losses and have same printed and displayed in 
the windows of 40,000 drug stores in this country and Canada.” 
Already several attempts at unjust methods have been brought 
to light. 


DRUG CLERKS REFUSE INDIVIDUAL HELP FROM N. A. R. D. 


Owing to their sensitive pride, the stranded drug clerks of 
San Francisco have refused to accept individual funds from the 
Relief Committee of the local N. A. R. D. The Drug Clerks’ 
Association is quite anxious to have a lump sum turned over 
to them for distribution among their needy members, but the 
latter refused to sign personal receipts and have their names 
transcribed upon the relief books of the proprietors. There 
is some bitter feeling at the refusal of the N. A. R. D. com- 
mittee to turn over a portion of the relief fund to the clerks’ 
organization, and as a result Messrs. Fetz, Gay and Whilden, 
composing the Relief Committee, have started a separate fund 
for the clerks. Almost $1,000 has been contributed to this new 
fund, while nearly $50,000 has been raised for the N. A. R. D. 
members.

TO LEGISLATE AGAINST NARCOTICS AND ADULTERATED DRUGS. 

The Board of Supervisors of San Francisco on the 11th 
inst. passed to print two ordinances of interest to pharmacists. 
One forbids the sale of adulterated drugs or medicines contain- 
ing wood alcohol, while the other is intended to regulate the 
sale of cocaine, alpha or beta cocaine, opium, morphine, heroin, 
chloral hydrate or any salt or compound of such substances 


by requiring a prescription for every sale. 


COAST BREVITIES. 

At the special session of the State Legislature, necessitated 
by the earthquake and fire of San Francisco and vicinity, $2,500 
was appropriated for the restoration of the property of the 
State Board of Pharmacy. 

The trustees of Chico, Cal., have passed an ordinance pro- 
hibiting the distribution of samples of medicine. 

The first result on this Coast of the passage of the “de 
naturized alcohol” bill by Congress is the notification sent by 
the Agnews (Cal.) distillery to Special Agent of the Internal 
Revenue Department B. M. Thomas, to the effect that they 
intend to engage in the manufacture of the spirit. By utilizing 
the by-products produced in the manufacture of beet sugar it 
is thought that the project will cause an increased demand 
for beets in this State. 


The Mississippi Medical College.

Condition of Trade. 
New York, June 23, 1906. 

The usual summer dullness has set in and there is an entire 
absence of important demand for nearly all lines included in 
the departinent of drugs and chemicals. Little of special in- 
terest is to be noted as regards price changes. Manufacturers 
have advanced the price of phosphoric acid, and goiden seal 
root is enhanced in value, while a stronger tendency is evident 
among the essential oils, most of which are held at higher 
figures, cloves, citronella, neroli and peppermint being among 
the list which show actual advances. but price changes gen- 
erally appear to favor sellers, despite a generally quiet market. 
At this period of the year jobbers are engaged in stock taking 
and naturally show smal! disposition to add to their holdings, 
the rule with the majority being to cover current requirements 
as they develop.

Alcohol has been in steady consuming demand since our 
last, and values are well sustained at the range of $2.47 to 
$2.49 for grain, though $2.46% is named on quantity orders. 
Wood is steady and in moderate request at 70c to 75e for 95 
to 97 per cent. respectively. 

Amy] acetate is held with increased firmness and manufac- 
turers generally are naming a higher figure. though $1.50 will 
yet buy. 

salm of Gilead buds are not quotably lower, but the market 
is easier in the absence of important demand. 

Balsams.—Copaiba is in better supply and the market for 
Central American is easy at the quoted range of 30¢ to 82¢; 
Para is held and selling at 40c to 45c. Fir, Peru and tolu are 
without quotable change. 

Barks.—Buckthorn is in better supply and-offers more freely 
at 4%c. Cascara sagrada continues to monopolize interest 
among the barks and values are firmly maintained at 614c to 
9e as to age and quantity, a sale of two year old bark being 
reported at inside figure. Soap, cut, is offered a shade more 
freely, 544c being named in some quarters, though 6c is being 
realized on other. White pine and white cherry are dull and 
neglected as usual at this season, with only small lots chang- 
ing hands at current prices, or say 4%4c to Ge for the former 
and 6c to 9c for the latter. 

Buchu leaves, short, are held with increased firmness in 
view of the tenor of advices from primary sources; foreign 
markets are reported very strong, sales of prime picked green 
leaf being made in London at 9d. On spot sales were reported 
at 18¢e to 22c, the outside figure being for faney green. The 
new crop is said to be disappointing as to size, and the outlook 
consequently favors higher prices. 

Cacao butter appears well sustained at 2814c to 29¢ for 
prime Dutch and German brands, and at 30e for Van Houten 
and Cadbury, with jobbing sales reported at this range. 

Cantharides, Chinese, has developed increased strength, 
some holders declining to shade 90c, though sales were made 
in other quarters at 85e near the close. Russian are not in- 
quired for to any extent, and, while whole flies offer at $1.20, 
powdered are available at $1.25. 


Castor oil is held with more firmness in the face of strong 
reports from the seed producing districts, but prices are as 
previously quoted, or, say, 114%4c to 12%e and 12¢ to 13c¢ for 
No. 1 in barrels and cases, respectively, and 10%c to 11%e and 
lle to 12¢ for No. 3. 

Chamomile flowers, Hungarian, of the new crop have of- 
fered in the interval at 15c, but 7%e will yet buy old. 
Roman offers in some quarters at 24c, but there is little avail- 
able at this figure. 

Coeaine is held and selling from manufacturers at $3.00 to 
$3.25; the market is easier in the absence of important demand. 

Codliver oil is seasonably dull and prices are unchanged 
at $21.00 to $25..0 for Norwegian and $19.00 to $20.00 for 
Newfoundland. 

Colocynth apples have met with a fair inquiry during the 
interval and quotations are maintained steadily at 28e to 50¢ 
for prime Trieste and 22¢ to 24¢e for Spanish. 

Cuttlefish bone remains quiet, though without quotable 
change in price. We hear of sales of prime Trieste at 17¢ to 
17%4e and of French at 12¢ to 12%4c, while 70c is named for 
jewelers’ large and 40¢ to 50c for small. 

Elder flowers have developed some scarcity and dealers are 
firmer in their views of 10c¢ to 1le. 

Ergot attracts little attention, though reports from primary 
sources indicate the likelihood of improved values for Russian, 
which is now quoted at 26e to 27c, with 86c named for Spanish. 

Eserine is lower in sympathy with the beans, manufacturers 
having reduced prices to the basis of 6c a grain in 5-grain 
vials, for both sulphate and salicylate. 

Juniper berries have continued in moderate jobbing de- 
mand and values are sustained at the full quoted range of 
3l4e to 4c. 

Laurel leaves are in improved demand and the tone of the 
market is firmer, owing to diminished spot supplies; quoted 
toe to 4%4e. 

Menthol remains in about the same position as noted in 
our last, though the market is a shade firmer, if anything, 
there being nothing now obtainable at under $2.50, with up to 
$2.75 named, according to size of, lot. 

Opium is not meeting with any special inquiry, and the 
market retains the dull and spiritless appearance that has 
characterized it for some time past. Speculative interest is yet 
an absent feature, though there are evidences in some quar- 
ters of a disposition to urge sales. Meanwhile the quoted range 
remains at $2.72% to $2.80 for cases, $2.75 to $2.80 for broken 
packages and $3.20 to $3.25 for powdered. 





Quinine shows no improvement, and the market is, if any- 
thing, quieter, owing to the absence of speculative interest. 
Manufacturers continue to quote on the old basis of 17¢ for bulk 
in 100-ounce tins, while second hands name 16%4e to 16%4c; 
Java is held and selling at 16¢e to 16%c. 

Saffron, American, owing to arrivals and competitive in- 
fluence, has declined in the interval, and S80c is now named 
as acceptable, a figure which is said to be on a parity with the 
price of new crop goods. 

Tonka beans are not finding any special demand, but sup- 
plies are somewhat restricted, and quotations for desirable 
grades of Tonka have been advanced to 22%c to 25c. Most of 
the demand is for Angostura, which is maintained at 60c 
to 62%4e. 

Vanilla beans are in better supply, but some recent arrivals 
of cuts have not been up to the standard of quality owing, it 
is supposed, to haste in curing, and some lots have been dis- 
posed of at a fractional decline. Sales of whole are reported 
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at $2.75 to $5.00 and of cut at $2.00 to $2.25, while Bourbon 
are held at $1.15 to $3.00 and Tahiti at 60c to $1.35. 


Chemicals. 

Arsenic, white, is not in active demand, but quotations are 
maintained at 5¢e to 5c. Red is held and selling at 6%4c to 
6%4c, as to quantity. 

Bleaching powder is offered a shade more freely, owing 
to recent heavy arrivals, and is now quoted at 1.25c to 1.30c. 


Blue vitriol is held with increased firmness, but quotations 
are as previously reported, or, say, 6c to 6%4c for jobbing 
parcels. 


Carbolic acid is in good demand, and values are ruling 
steady at the previous range of 14c to 15c for drums and 20c 
to 22c for pound bottles. 


Citrie acid is in steady seasonable demand, and values are 
firmly maintained at 48c to 43\4c. 


Cream tartar has sold actively during the interval, espe- 
cially in a jobbing way, and values are well sustained at 2214c 
to 22%c for crystals and 22%4c to 23c for powdered. 


Oxalic acid continues scarce on spot, and 6%c to 6%c is 
the present range of quotations. 


Phosphoric acid is fractionally higher, manufacturers hay- 
ing raised the outside limit to 24c, and the revised range stands 
at 20c to 24c for 1.710 and 20%c to 24%c for 1.750, the inside 
figures being for carboys. 


Quicksilver is finding a steady jobbing outlet at the range 
of 55c to 56c. 


Silver nitrate is in advancing tendency, owing to the in- 
creased cost of bullion, and the revised range of manufacturers 
is 42c to 45ce. 


Sodium benzoate has receded in the interval, owing to com- 
petition among manufacturers, with the sales at 28¢ to 29c. 

Sodium nitrate is firmer for future deliveries, up to $2.371%4 
being named for 96 per cent. and $2.321%4 for 95 per cent. Spot 
parcels are generally quoted at $2.30. 

Stearic acid has hardened in the interval in consequence 
of an advance in the price of crude material. Single pressed is 
quoted at 9%4c, double pressed at 1044c to 11c, and extra quality 
at 1114c to 12c. 

Strontium nitrate is in seasonable demand, and values are 
firm at the range of 8c to 9c. 

Tartaric acid is in good seasonable demand, and quotations 
are steadily maintained at the previous range of 2814c to 2814c 
for crystals and powdered, respectively. 


Essential Oils. 

Almond, expressed, is higher in foreign markets and holders 
here have advanced their range to 438c. 

Anise has moved into firmer position, most of the chief lots 
having been taken up, and $1.32% is now quoted inside. 

Cajuput has eased off since our last, quotations having been 
reduced to 52c to 53c. 

Cedar leaf is in better supply and quotations have declined 
to 55¢c to 65c. ; 

Citronella is held with increased strength and confidence, 
and recent sales were at 40c to 42c. 

Clove has advanced in the interval, in sympathy with the 
spice, and there is little obtainable at under $1.00. 

Lemon, for future delivery, is quoted at an advance of 2%4c 
per pound and the general tendency of Messina essences is up- 
ward, though quotations for spot goods are nominally un- 
changed. 

Neroli has developed some scarcity, and higher prices are 
generally named, some dealers naming $75.00 and $85.00 for 
Bigarade and petale respectively, though the oils are obtainable 
in some quarters at $55.00 and $60.00. 

Peppermint maintains its upward tendency, and while 
parcels are obtainable at $2.80, $3.00 is more generally asked 
for bulk oil; cases are quoted at $3.40 to $3.50. 
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Safrol is held with more firmness, and dealers decline to 
shade 35c to 3714¢c. 

Gums. 

Aloes are without quotation change. The outlook for Cape 
is said to be unfavorable owing to drought in South Africa. 
Recent sales of Curacao on spot were at 534¢ to 6c, and Barba- 
does in gourds is held at 16c to 17c. 


Arabic sorts has sold in a limited way during the interval 
at 6c, but 6144c is generally named; up to 11c is named for the 
choicer white grades. 


Camphor continues in good demand, and values are firmly 
maintained at $1.00 to $1.50 for barrels and cases respectively. 


Gamboge is easier in sympathy with conditions at primary 
sources and mass and broken are now quoted down to 8714c, 
though prime whole pipe commands 92%c to 95c. 


Tragacanth is in upward tendency, and quotations on the 
choice grades of Aleppo show an advance of 5c, No. 1 being 
quoted at 70c. There is some scarcity in the better grades of 
gum, and the market is generally firmer in consequence. 


i Roots. 
Alkanet is quiet, but the market is steady at 7%4c to 714c. 
Ginger, Jamaica, is attracting more attention, and there 


have been jobbing sales at 18c to 16c for unbleached and 
bleached, respectively. 


Golden seal is in upward movement, prices having climbed 
to the $1.50 limit since our last. Prospective buyers are hold- 
ing off, as the views of holders are considered too high. It is 
thought, however, that if inquiries for export continue at the 
present high level, a further stimulus will be given to values. 


Ipecac is in slightly better supply, owing to an arrival of 
some 500 pounds of Rio, but prices are maintained steadily at 
$1.75 to $1.80; Carthagena is held and selling at $1.65 to $1.70. 


Jalap of the better grades is scarce and wanted. Such sales 
as came to the surface were at an advance of Ic. 


Squill is less actively inquired for, and holders show more 
disposition to urge sales at 10c, or even a shade lower. 


Stillingia is meeting with increased inquiry, and the tone 
of the market is firm at 5%%4c.

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History of the Capsule Industry, 

The gelatin capsule was invented by A. Mothes, a French 
pharmacist, about the year 1833. Experiments had doubtless 
been made before, but no earlier evidence of success nor public 
acknowledgment of the fact has been found. The capsules 
were first known, after their inventor, as “ capsules gelatineuses 
de Mothes,” and were manufactured by the firm of Mothes & 
Dublane, Paris. In 1850 Mothes improved his method of manu- 
facture, a description of which may be found in the Journal de 
Pharmacie et Chimie of that year, page 204. 

Since the first invention of gelatin capsules by Mothes many 
manufacturers have engaged in the industry, which to-day is a 
constantly growing one, not only in France, but in Germany, 
England and this country. 

The real capsule industry in America dates from 1836, when 
H. Planten, who had emigrated from Holland in 1835, and was 
employed for a short time by Dr. Robert B. Folger, established 
a capsule business above the latter’s drug store, at No. 3 
Chambers street, New York, at the place where the East River 
Savings Bank institution is now located, Filled capsules ac- 
cording to French formulas and methods were manufactured 
and new varieties aded as the demand increased. These cap- 
sules were first sold as “‘ Mothes’ capsules” and the directions 
were printed in both English and French. 

As the industry grew the premises became too small, and 


Mr. Planten removed to 95 Chatham street. Here the business | 


again outgrew the building, and in 1847 he removed to 224 
William street. Here improvements and additions from time 
to time were made, the floor space covered by them being over 
10,000 square feet and used exclusively in the manufacture of 
gelatin capSules. In 1863 Mr. Planten took up the manufacture 
of empty capsules for powders and liquids, these being thea 
known as “ Jujube paste capsules.” 

The great growth of business having made it absolutely 
necessary that a new-and much larger manufactory should be 
secured, the firm decided to locate its new factory in. the 
Borough of Brooklyn, city of New York, and last year it pur- 
chased the property at the southeast corner of Henry and 
Pineapple streets, and thereon erected a five-story and base- 
ment red brick building. The entrance to the office is on 
Henry street. The new building at 93 Henry street, Brooklyn, 
New York, is convenient to the downtown business center of 
New York City, as it is within a few blocks of the Brooklyn 
terminus of the Brooklyn Bridge. 

Situated on the corner, the interior of the new Planten 
Building derives plenty of daylight from numerous windows. 
The first floor is used for offices and shipping department and 
on the four floors above are the laboratories. The arrangement 
and equipment of this new building are thoroughly up to date 
in every respect. The manufacture of capsules requires great 
skill and the use of special machinery of wonderful capacity 
and great power. Such machinery is very expensive, and many 
of the machines used are the invention of Mr. Planten, as the 
result of the firm’s 70 years’ of experience in this particular 
industry. The output amounts to millions of capsules per 
annum, and some idea of the capacity of the machines may 
be derived when it is stated that one stamping produces 400 
capsules from a sheet of gelatin. Since 1895 the capsule in- 
dustry has materially changed, and a great deal of work is 
done by an “airless process” invented by H. Rolff Planten, 
the manager of H. Planten & Son. 

In 1857 Mr. Pianten admitted his son, J. R. Planten, tu 
partnership and the firm became known as H. Planten & Son. 
Nine years later the senior partner and founder of the firm 
retired, leaving the business to his son, who continues it under 
the original firm name. In 1875 H. Planten died, at the ripe 
age of 80 years. For several years the manufacturing de- 
partment of the business has been in charge of H. Rolff Planten, 
son of J. R. Planten, who commenced his drug career with the 
firm of W. H. Schieffelin & Co., which house, together with 
several other well known firms, he represented at the Interna- 
tional Exhibition at Amsterdam, Holland, in 1883, and was 
instrumental in securing the gold medal for all the firms he 
had in charge. 

The products of this house are well known in all parts of 
the world and require but little description. 
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The firm at present manufactures over 500 varieties of 
filled gelatin capsules and “perloids” (improved French 
“perles”), both “soluble hard” and “elastic soft,” and are 
constantly adding new varieties, as called for by physicians. 

The capsuling of private formulas for others has developed 
considerably during the past few years, and several workers 
are kept constantly employed in this branch of the business. 
Their line of empty capsules covers many varieties, for pow- 
ders, solids, liquids, vagina and uterus, rectum (Wellcome 
shape), horses and cattle, beef extract, blueing, inks, etc.—in 
fact, the uses to which empty capsules are being put are ever 
increasing and very diversified. 

Planten’s capsules have secured a reputation for reliability 
not only throughout the United States, but in many foreign coun- 
tries, which it is the constant aim of the firm to fully maintain 
in every respect.

On Thursday morning, June 7, at 7 o’ciock, a special train 


of Pullman cars rolled into the Michigan Central station, De- 
troit, bearing a delegation of 200 visitors, .. special 
purpose of whose coming was to inspect the great 
pharmaceutical establishment of Parke, Davis & Co., says 
the Detroit Tribune. The party was in charge of James E. 
Bartlett, manager of the Chicago branch of the firm, and con- 
sisted of 150 physicians and 50 druggists, residing in the States 
of Indiana, Illinois, Wisconsin and Iowa, The guests were 
registered at the Wayne Hotel, where breakfast was served, and 
conducted aboard the steamer Sappho for a trip to the labora- 
tories. The day proved to be a busy one for the visitors, who 
devoted the morning and a portion of the afternoon to a close 
inspection of the various features of the establishment, includ- 
ing the departments in which were shown the successive steps 
in the manufacture of elixirs, fluid extracts, tablets, lozenges, 
pills, and many special preparations. 

In the afternoon an exhibition of the fire department, com- 
posed exclusively of employees, was given in the courtyard of 
the main laboratories. The tour of inspection was then con- 
tinued, passing the cascara sagrada “mountain,” a- large pile 
of this important drug, such as few of the visitors had ever 
seen before, to the guinea pig lofts, and then to the operating 
room, where interesting demonstrations were made of the 
process of producing the antidiphtheric serum. The next point 
of interest was the great stock building, with its 314 acres of 
floor space; its immense storage vats containing 1000 gallons 
each, of powerful drug extracts; the busy finishing room, where 
several hundred nimble-fingered girls deftly label and wrap the 
packages of finished products; the shipping department, the 
glass-washing department, the label department, etc., all of 
which served to emphasize most forcibly the accuracy that pre- 
vails everywhere in this great institution, and the magnitude 
of an enormous business that extends to every country on the 
globe. An excursion to Belie Isle and a dinner at the Wayne, 
with music and a good social time, closed a well-spent day. 

On Friday morning, after breakfast, the Sappho again 
carried the party up the river to Parke, Davis & Co.’s wharf, 
where landing was made and the new scientific laboratory was 
visited. . This. building is the home of the Analytical and 
Biological Departments and the Department of Experimental 
Medicine. It is thoroughly equipped with up to date apparatus 
and is in charge of skilled experts in the various branches of 
science related to medicine. Here all important drug extracts 
are carefully and accurately assayed by the chemical or phy- 
siological method. Examinations are also made of specimens 
of materials purchased by the firm for use in making their 
preparations. Finally every finished preparation is subjected 
to rigid tests before it is labeled and placed on the shelves of 
the shipping department. 

The department of experimental medicine is constantly 
working on new problems of interest to the medical profession, 
especially with reference to the development of more efficacious 
remedial agents for use in the treatment of disease. It means 
much to the medical profession when a substance like adrenalin 
or taka-diastase is produced, as these were, by one of the 
scientific workers of this great house. 

The Sappho was again called into requisition at 11.20 a. m., 
when the entire party with their hosts, including the executive 
officers of the company, went aboard and sailed away to the 
St. Clair Flats. An all day lunch was served on board by Mr. 
Tom Swan, to which ample justice was done, while popular 
music was furnished by an efficient band. It was a delighted 
crowd that returned to the landing at the foot of Third street, 
in time to catch the train for Chicago, every member of the 
party declaring that he never had a better time in his life. 


On Thursday afternoon the entire representation in attend- 
ance upon the annual convention of the American Nurses’ As- 
sociation, 425 strong, boarded cars of the D. U. R. and were 
taken to the Parke, Davis & Co. plant. The visitors were 
shown through the various departments and refreshments were 
served in a big marquee on the lawn.
